Clemson  vs.  Florida  State 
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Bowden  Bowl  VII 

Welcome  to  Bowden  Bowl  VII.  It  will  not  have 
the  Super  Bowl  atmosphere  we  had  in  1999  for 
Bowden  Bowl  I,  but  it  certainly  will  be  an  exciting 
game  this  afternoon  in  Death  Valley,  as  father  meets 
son  on  the  coaching  lines  for  the  seventh  time  in 
college  football  history.  All  six  previous  occasions 
have  featured  Florida  State  Head  Coach  Bobby 
Bowden  and  Clemson  Head  Coach  Tommy  Bowden. 

Bobby  has  a  5-1  advantage  in  the  previous 
Bowden  Bowl  matchups,  but  Tommy  won  the  last 
meeting  held  at  Clemson  in  2003.  That  was  a  land- 
mark victory  for  Tommy  and  the  Clemson  program. 
The  Tigers  defeated  a  third-ranked  Florida  State 
team  that  entered  the  game  with  an  8-1  record  by  a 
26-10  margin.  It  was  Clemson's  first  win  over  the 
Seminoles  since  Florida  State  joined  the  ACC  in 
1 992,  and  it  Is  also  the  highest-ranked  team  Clemson 
has  defeated  In  its  history. 

The  first  Bowden  Bowl  game  In  1999  came 
down  to  the  wire.  The  Seminoles  led  17-14,  but  the 
upstart  Tigers  were  driving  in  the  fourth  quarter  be- 
hind the  quarterback  play  of  Woodrow  Dantzler. 
Clemson  drove  to  the  Florida  State  25  with  under 
two  minutes  left.  On  fourth  down,  the  Tigers'  Tony 
Lazzara  attempted  a  41 -yard  field  goal  that  would 
have  tied  the  game.  But  the  ball  was  tipped  at  the 
line  of  scrimmage  by  Chris  Hope,  a  South  Carolina 
native,  and  Florida  State  ran  out  the  clock  to  win  by 
three  points.  It  was  the  fewest  points  Florida  State 
scored  duhng  its  national  championship  season,  and 
the  closest  margin  of  victory  for  the  Seminoles  that 
year.  It  also  gave  Bobby  Bowden  his  300th  career 
victory  as  a  college  coach. 

This  will  be  the  fourth  Bowden  Bowl  held  at 
Death  Valley  Florida  State  has  a  2-1  advantage  in 
the  previous  three,  but  all  three  games  have  been 
close.  Clemson  won  in  2003,  and  Florida  State  had 
the  aforementioned  three-point  win  in  1 999.  Florida 
State  won  41  -27  in  a  high-scoring  game  in  2001 . 

Bowden  Comparison 

•  Tommy  Bowden  has  coached  1 04  games  as  a  Di- 
vision I  head  coach,  and  he  has  won  67  times. 
Through  104  games  as  a  Division  I  head  coach  at 
West  Virginia  and  Florida  State,  Bobby  Bowden 
had  the  exact  same  67-37  record. 

•  Florida  State's  record  the  two  years  prior  to  Bobby 
Bowden's  arrival  was  4-18.  Tuiane's  record  the 
two  years  prior  to  Tommy  Bowden  was  4-18. 

•  Bobby  Bowden  had  Florida  State  in  a  bowl  game 
and  a  top-15  final  ranking  in  his  second  year  with 
the  program.  Tommy  Bowden  had  Tulane  and 
Clemson  in  a  bowl  game  and  a  top-15  national 
ranking  in  his  second  year  with  each  program. 

•  This  is  Bobby  Bowden's  53rd  season  in  coaching, 
including  his  30th  as  a  head  coach.  This  is  Tommy 
Bowden's  28th  year  In  coaching  (graduate  assis- 
tant, full  time  assistant,  or  head  coach)  and  his 
ninth  as  a  head  coach. 

•  Both  Bowdens  had  perfect  seasons  as  head 
coaches  in  the  1 990s.  Bobby  had  an  1 1  -0  season 
at  Florida  State  in  1999  after  Tommy  had  a  perfect 
11-0  regular  season  as  head  coach  at  Tulane. 

Game's  Winningest  Coach  in  Death  Valley 

College  football's  winningest  coach  is  also  the 
winningest  opposing  coach  In  the  history  of  Death 
Valley.  That  Is  saying  something,  since  the  facility 
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dates  to  the  1942  season.  Bobby  Bowden  has  a  6- 
1  record  in  Memorial  Stadium,  and  the  six  wins  are 
one  more  than  Vince  Dooley  (5-4-1 )  had  as  the  head 
coach  at  Georgia  between  1964-89.  Jerry  Claiborne, 
Bill  Dooley,  Shug  Jordan,  and  Peahead  Walker  all 
had  four  wins  over  Clemson  in  the  stadium. 

This  will  be  Bobby  Bowden's  eighth  game 
against  Clemson  in  Memorial  Stadium.  That  Is  the 
fifth-most  games  against  the  Tigers  in  Death  Valley. 
Bill  Dooley  and  Lonnie  McMillan  coached  against 
Clemson  here  1 2  times  apiece.  Bill  Dooley  was  4-8 
in  his  12  games  coached  with  three  teams,  as  he 
brought  North  Carolina,  Virginia  Tech,  and  Wake 
Forest  to  challenge  the  Tigers.  McMillan  coached 
all  12  of  his  games  while  leading  Presbyterian. 

It  was  McMillan  who  actually  gave  Memorial 
Stadium  the  name  "Death  Valley."  He  called  it  that 
because  he  told  the  media  he  was  going  up  to 
Clemson  to  open  the  season  at  "Death  Valley,"  and 
he  said  his  team  was  probably  going  to  get  killed. 
Coach  Frank  Howard  started  calling  it  that  in  the 
late  1940s,  and  the  name  stuck. 

Bobby  Bowden  has  recorded  two  of  his  many 
landmark  victories  in  Memorial  Stadium.  In  1997  in 
a  game  against  a  Tommy  West  coached  Tiger  team, 
Bowden  earned  his  200th  victory  as  Florida  State 
head  coach  In  a  35-28  Florida  State  win.  Two  years 
later,  he  won  his  300th  game  as  a  college  coach 
with  a  17-14  win  at  Clemson. 

Now,  his  son  will  be  attempting  a  landmark  win 
in  his  career  against  him.  Tommy  will  be  going  for 
his  50th  win  at  Clemson  when  the  Seminoles  come 
to  Death  Valley  on  Saturday. 

Clemson-Florlda  State  Connections 

There  are  many  connections  between 
Clemson  and  Florida  State  in  terms  of  coaching  and 
administrative  personnel: 

•  Clemson  Assistant  Head  Coach  and  Offensive  Line 
Coach  Brad  Scott  served  as  offensive  coordinator 
on  Florida  State's  National  Championship  team  of 
1993.  He  served  as  an  assistant  with  the  Florida 
State  program  from  1983-93,  including  the  1990- 
93  era  when  he  was  offensive  coordinator.  He  has 
a  master's  degree  from  Flohda  State  in  athletic  ad- 
ministration, a  degree  he  earned  in  1984.  He  was 
on  the  Florida  State  sideline  In  1988  when  the 
Seminoles  executed  the  "Puntrooskie."

•  Florida  State  Defensive  Coordinator  Mickey 
Andrews  served  in  the  same  capacity  for  Clemson 
between  1976-80,  and  held  the  assistant  head 
coach  title  under  Danny  Ford  in  1980. 

•  Clemson  Head  Coach  Tommy  Bowden  was  a 
graduate  assistant  at  Florida  State  in  1978  and 
1 979,  then  served  as  tight  ends  coach  of  the  Semi- 
noles in  1981  and  1982. 

•  Clemson  Tight  Ends  Coach  Jack  Hines  was  a 
graduate  assistant  at  Florida  State  (1985,86).  He 
is  married  to  Robyn  Bowden,  daughter  of  Bobby. 
Hines  played  for  Bowden  at  West  Virginia. 

•  Tommy  Bowden's  brother  Jeff  is  the  offensive  co- 
ordinator for  Florida  State. 

•  Hootie  Ingram,  now  retired  and  living  In  Alabama, 
was  Clemson's  head  coach  from  1970-72,  then 
served  as  Florida  State's  athletic  director  in  the 
1980s. 

Florida  State  Update 

Florida  State  has  already  clinched  a  berth  in 
the  ACC  Championship  game  on  December  3  in 
Jacksonville,  FL.  The  Seminoles  have  two  ACC 
losses,  but  have  clinched  the  tiebreakers  no  matter 
who  has  a  chance  to  finish  in  a  tie  with  them.  They 
appear  to  be  headed  for  a  second  meeting  with  Mi- 
ami, who  defeated  Virginia  Tech  last  weekend. 

Florida  State  has  led  the  ACC  in  passing  most 
of  the  year,  and  they  average  309  yards  per  game 
through  the  air  entering  today's  game,  60  more  than 
second-place  Boston  College.  Drew  Weatherford, 
a  red-shirt  freshman,  leads  the  ACC  in  total  offense 
with  258  yards  per  game,  25  more  than  second-place 
Charlie  Whitehurst  of  the  Tigers.  Weatherford  also 
leads  the  ACC  in  passing  yards  per  game  (258.1) 
and  has  thrown  15  touchdowns. 

His  favorite  target  is  freshman  Greg  Carr,  a 
6'6"  wideout  who  has  22  receptions  for  470  yards 
along  with  nine  touchdowns.  He  has  an  ACC-best 
21 .4-yards-per-reception  mark,  and  he  will  be  a  chal- 
lenge for  Clemson  cornerback  Tye  Hill.  Hill  and  the 
Tiger  defense  did  an  outstanding  job  on  Georgia 
Tech's  Calvin  Johnson  two  weeks  ago.  Chris  Davis 
is  also  an  outstanding  pass  catcher  with  38  recep- 
tions for  525  yards. 

Florida  State  has  a  strong  defense,  allowing 
290  yards  per  game,  third  best  in  the  ACC.  The 
Seminoles  allow  just  171  yards  per  game  through 
the  air,  fourth  best  in  the  ACC.  The  top  tackier  is 
A.J.  Nicholson,  a  semlflnalist  for  the  Butkus  Award 
who  has  a  team-best  74  tackles  in  nine  games.  He 
had  13  stops,  including  three  tackles  for  loss,  against 
N.C.  State.  Pat  Watkins  is  a  senior  who  has  52  tack- 
les, while  Ernie  Sims  has  added  48  stops.  Kamerion 
WImbley  is  third  In  the  ACC  In  sacks  (7.5)  and  has 
10.5  tackles  for  loss  to  rank  seventh. 

One  of  the  reserves  on  the  Florida  State  of- 
fensive line  is  Dumaka  Atkins,  a  freshman  from 
Sarasota,  FL.  He  will  be  the  second  member  of  his 
family  to  take  the  field  against  Clemson  In  Death 
Valley  this  year.  His  brother  Baraka  is  a  starting 
defensive  lineman  for  Miami  (FL).  Baraka  was  cred- 
ited with  four  tackles  in  Miami's  triple  overtime  win 
at  Clemson  this  year. 

Clemson  on  Senior  Day 

This  will  be  the  final  home  game  for  Clemson's 
20  seniors.  Clemson  has  won  seven-straight  Se- 
nior Day  games,  tying  for  the  longest  streak  of  wins 
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on  this  special  day  in  Tiger  liistory.  Clemson's  last 
loss  on  Senior  Day  was  in  1997  to  #10  North  Caro- 
lina by  a  score  of  17-10. 

Last  year's  win  on  Senior  Day  tied  the  record 
of  seven  set  between  1957-63.  South  Carolina 
ended  that  streak  with  a  win  in  1964  at  Clemson. 
Overall,  Clemson  is  68-33-3  on  Senior  Day  over  the 
years.  During  five  years,  Clemson  did  not  have  a 
home  game,  and  thus  did  not  have  a  Senior  Day. 

For  a  list  of  the  20  seniors,  see  page  1 28.  Here 
are  some  of  the  highlights  for  this  2005  senior  class: 

•  Has  already  had  five  wins  over  top-25  teams,  in- 
cluding a  win  over  #1 7  Texas  A&M.  Florida  State 
is  also  ranked  1 7th  entering  this  game  by  AP,  so  it 
would  put  symmetry  to  the  senior's  final  year  with 
bookend  wins  over  17th-ranked  teams. 

•  A  sixth  win  over  a  top-25  team  would  give  this  se- 
nior group  the  most  wins  over  ranked  teams  as  a 
class  since  the  1994  seniors  had  seven. 

•  Has  three  wins  over  top-1 0  teams,  including  a  2003 
win  over  #3  Florida  State,  a  win  in  the  2004  Peach 
Bowl  over  #6  Tennessee,  and  a  2004  win  at  #10 
Miami  (FL). 

•  Has  been  bowl  eligible  each  of  their  first  three  sea- 
sons, and  will  have  two  chances  to  keep  the  streak 
alive  in  the  remaining  games. 

•  Charlie  Whitehurst  has  led  the  Tigers  to  22  victo- 
ries in  the  last  four  years,  tied  for  third  best  in 
Clemson  history  with  all-time  great  Homer  Jordan. 
Tye  Hill  was  named  to  the  final  1 0  of  the  Jim  Thorpe 
Award  this  past  week.  The  Thorpe  Award  is  given 
to  the  top  defensive  back  in  the  nation.  He  is  the 
first  Tiger  to  reach  the  semifinals  of  that  award  since 
Robert  Carswell  in  2000. 

•  Has  a  3-0  record  against  South  Carolina  so  far  in 
their  careers,  and  will  strive  to  be  the  first  Tiger 
senior  class  to  have  a  4-0  record  against  Clemson's 
rival  since  the  senior  class  of  2000. 

•  Has  finished  each  of  the  last  two  years  by  winning 
five  of  the  last  six  games.  They  have  a  chance  to 
do  it  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 

Clemson  Records  Another  200-200  Game 

Most  teams  strive  for  offensive  balance,  be- 
cause an  ability  to  rush  and  throw  the  ball  with  ef- 
fectiveness usually  translates  to  a  victory.  That  has 
been  the  case  in  Clemson  history.  A  look  to  the 
records  shows  that  Clemson  has  never  lost  a  game 
in  which  it  has  had  at  least  200  yards  passing  and 
200  yards  rushing  on  offense. 

That  pattern  continued  in  the  win  over  Duke 
last  weekend,  as  Clemson  rushed  for  234  yards  and 
passed  for  216  (450  total).  It  was  the  second  time 
this  year  Clemson  has  had  at  least  200  of  each.  In 
the  win  at  N.C.  State,  the  Tigers  had  243  yards  rush- 
ing and  246  yards  passing  in  the  31-10  victory. 

Overall,  Clemson  has  now  had  18  games  in 
which  it  has  had  at  least  200  yards  rushing  and  200 
yards  passing  under  Head  Coach  Tommy  Bowden. 
Clemson  is  44-0-1  when  it  has  at  least  200  yards  of 
each  category,  including  37  consecutive  wins  dat- 
ing to  1976.  The  only  time  Clemson  failed  to  gain 
victory  when  it  had  at  least  200  of  each  took  place 
in  a  24-24  tie  with  Georgia  Tech  in  1976. 

Tiger  Offense  Up  Almost  1 00  Yards  Per  Game 

Clemson  has  made  a  strong  improvement  in 
terms  of  offense  this  year.  The  Tigers  have  gone 
from  295.6  yards  per  game  in  2004  to  394.3  so  far

in  2005.  That  is  an  improvement  of  98.7  yards  per 
game  over  last  season,  the  eighth-best  total  offense 
improvement  in  the  nation,  and  the  top  improvement 
in  the  ACC  compared  to  a  year  ago.  It  might  sur- 
prise some  that  Southern  California  is  the  most-im- 
proved team  in  the  nation  in  terms  of  total  offense. 
The  Trojans  were  obviously  good  in  2004  with  a 
449.1  average,  but  they  have  trumped  that  with  an 
average  of  593.6  yards  per  game  so  far  this  year. 

Clemson  has  improved  by  64  places  in  the 
national  rankings  in  total  offense  over  last  year. 
Clemson  is  currently  46th  after  ranking  110th  at  the 
end  of  the  2004  season. 

A  check  of  Clemson  history  shows  that  a  98.7- 
yard  improvement  would  be  the  second-biggest  gain 
from  one  year  to  another  on  record.  Clemson  im- 
proved by  1 07.3  yards  per  game  from  1 994  to  1 995 
under  Offensive  Coordinator  Clyde  Christensen. 
Like  Rob  Spence,  Christensen  was  in  his  first  year 
at  Clemson.  He  is  now  a  quarterbacks  coach  in  the 
NFL.  It  is  probably  not  a  coincidence  that 
Christensen  and  Spence  coached  together  at  Mary- 
land in  1992  and  1993. 

A  look  to  the  ACC  stats  for  this  year  shows 
that  Clemson  is  second  in  the  league  in  total  offense 
(394.3),  fourth  in  rushing  (1 57.3),  and  fourth  in  pass- 
ing (237.0).  The  Tigers  are  the  only  ACC  team  to 
rank  in  the  top  four  in  the  conference  in  rushing  of- 
fense and  passing  offense. 

Passing  efficiency  has  also  made  a  dramatic 
improvement  this  year  under  Spence.  Clemson  has 
a  135.8  pass  efficiency  rating  so  far  this  year,  sec- 
ond best  in  the  ACC.  Clemson's  passing  efficiency 
last  year  was  just  96.0.

Using  Proctor  is  No  Gamble 

Quarterback  Will  Proctor  made  his  first  career 
start  in  the  win  over  Duke  last  Saturday.  The  Winter 
Park,  FL  native  was  in  for  Charlie  Whitehurst,  who 
has  battled  a  sore  shoulder  the  second  half  of  the 
season.  It  was  the  first  game  Whitehurst  has  missed 
since  the  2002  season,  and  the  first  start  he  has 
missed  since  the  2002  N.C.  State  game.  Whitehurst 
had  started  a  Clemson  record  37  consecutive  games 
at  quarterback  prior  to  the  Duke  game.  Ironically, 
his  streak  started  as  a  freshman  at  Duke  in  2002. 

Proctor  received  rave  reviews  for  his  perfor- 
mance. The  junior  connected  on  13-21  passes  for 
201  yards  and  three  touchdowns  (two  passing  and 
one  rushing).  He  connected  on  touchdown  passes 
of  40  and  11  yards  to  Chansi  Stuckey,  the  first  two 
touchdown  receptions  of  Stuckey's  career.  Stuckey 
and  Proctor  were  roommates  during  their  first  three 
years  at  Clemson.  Proctor  had  thrown  just  13  ca- 
reer passes  prior  to  the  Duke  game. 

Proctor  came  off  the  bench  to  help  Clemson 
to  a  25-24  win  over  #1 7  Texas  A&M  to  start  the  sea- 
son. Whitehurst  had  some  dizziness  after  a  hit  in 
the  fourth  quarter,  and  it  was  Proctor  who  came  on 
and  quarterbacked  the  Tigers  on  the  final  drive  to 
the  game-winning  field  goal. 

Merriweather,  Davis  a  Strong  Combo 

Junior  Reggie  Merriweather  and  freshman 
James  Davis  are  developing  into  a  strong  one-two 
punch  out  of  the  backfield.  Both  are  ranked  in  the 
top  seven  in  the  ACC  in  rushing,  as  Merriweather  is 
fifth  (73.2)  and  Davis  is  seventh  (64.9).  Clemson  is 
the  only  team  in  the  ACC  with  two  of  the  top-seven 
rushers  in  the  league. 

Merriweather  has  659  yards  this  year  and  a 
5.3  average  to  go  with  seven  scores.  The  North 
Augusta,  SC  native  needs  just  11  yards  rushing  to 
reach  his  total  of  last  year  when  he  led  the  team 
with  670  yards.  He  has  had  at  least  100  yards  rush- 
ing in  each  of  the  last  three  games,  becoming  the 
first  Tiger  running  back  to  have  three  straight  100- 
yard  games  since  1996,  when  Raymond  Priester 
had  at  least  1 00  yards  in  each  of  the  last  four  games. 

Davis  has  519  rushing  yards,  the  most  by  a 
Tiger  freshman  since  Travis  Zachery  had  635  in 
1998.  Zachery  was  a  red-shirt  freshman  that  year. 
Davis'  total  is  the  most  by  a  first-year  freshman  since 
Ronald  Williams  had  941  in  1990. 

Both  players  are  over  500  yards  for  the  sea- 
son already.  This  is  the  first  time  two  different  Ti- 
gers have  rushed  for  at  least  500  yards  in  the  same 
season  since  2003,  when  Duane  Coleman  had  615 
and  Chad  Jasmin  had  523.  Clemson  has  not  had  a 
pair  of  600-yard  running  backs  since  1989,  when 
Joe  Henderson  had  848  and  Terry  Allen  had  613.  It 
should  be  noted  that  Woodrow  Dantzler  and  Zachery 
both  rushed  for  over  1,000  yards  in  2000,  but 
Dantzler  was  a  quarterback.

w\  The  records  are  numerous.  Among  them  are  all-time 

\      leading  passer,  passing  yards  in  a  single  game  and  season, 
touchdown  passes,  and  300-yard  passing  games  in  a  ca- 
reer. Those  are  just  five  of  the  40  Tiger  records  that  Charlie 
Whitehurst  holds.  He  brushes  most  of  them  off  as  saying 
he  is  doing  nothing  more  than  trying  to  help  his  team  win, 
HBfel'  r  but  there  is  one  record  that  Whitehurst  set  recently  that 

^^^jl         did  make  the  fifth-year  senior  stop  and  smile. 

When  I  heard  during  a  timeout  during  the  Temple 
game  that  I  was  now  the  all-time  leader  in  total  of- 
fense, I  didn't  really  think  about  it  at  the  time  be- 
cause it  was  during  the  middle  of  a  game,  but  the 
next  day  it  really  made  me  stop  and  think  'wow,  no 
one  else  has  moved  the  ball  this  far  at  Clemson'," 
said  Whitehurst.  "That  was  a  pretty  big  moment." 
Big  moments  have  been  the  theme  of  Whitehurst's 
career.  He  has  had  some  outstanding  performances,  and 
has  also  led  the  Tigers  to  three  wins  over  top-10  teams  in 
the  past  three  seasons,  something  only  Homer  Jordan 
has  also  done. 

In  his  first  career  start  at  Duke  in  2002,  he  set  the 
Clemson  single-game  record  for  passing  yards  in  a 
game  with  420.  He  also  tied  the  school  record  that 
day  for  touchdown  passes  in  a  game  with  four.  For 
good  measure,  he  tied  the  touchdown  record  again 
the  following  week  at  North  Carolina  in  start  #2. 
Do  not  forget  he  completed  the  first  11  passes  of 
his  career,  either. 

Whitehurst  already  has  two  of  the  top-five 
passing  seasons  in  Tiger  history,  and  after  nine 
games  this  year  is  only  112  yards  from  having 
three  of  the  top  five.  He  is  also  knocking  on  the 
door  of  the  top-five,  all-time  passing  leaders  in 
ACC  history.    In  terms  of  total  offense, 
Whitehurst  is  eighth  on  the  ACC's  all-time  list 
after  nine  games  with  a  realistic  chance  of 
moving  Into  third  place  on  that  list  before  his 
career  is  over. 
With  two  regular-season  games  remaining  in  his  ca- 
reer, Whitehurst  has  played  in  41  games  as  a  Tiger,  with 
37  coming  as  the  starting  quarterback.  The  37  starts 
were  all  consecutive,  which  is  a  Clemson  record.  With 
a  win  over  Temple,  Whitehurst  picked  up  his  22nd  vic- 
tory as  a  starter  and  moved  into  third  place,  passing 
Mike  Eppley  and  Steve  Fuller,  and  tied  with  Jordan, 
the  quarterback  who  led  Clemson  to  the  1 981  National 
Championship. 
Rodney  Williams'  record  of  32  wins  by  a  starting  quar- 
terback is  unattainable,  but  Whitehurst  certainly  hopes 
to  reach  Nealon  Greene's  mark  of  24  wins. 

Also  after  nine  games,  Whitehurst  is  only  163  pass- 
ing yards  away  from  becoming  only  the  1 1  th  quarterback  in  ACC 
history  to  throw  for  2,000  yards  in  a  season  for  three  consecutive 
years. 

A  baseball  player  in  his  younger  days,  he  began  playing  football 
in  the  fifth  grade,  and  admits  it  was  not  always  his  favorite.  "Baseball  was 
my  favorite  sport  back  then,  and  I  had  always  played  baseball,"  said  Whitehurst. 
"Even  through  my  first  few  years  of  playing  football,  I  still  liked  baseball  a  lot.  It 
just  depended  on  the  time  of  year  as  to  which  sport  I  was  more  interested  in. 
By  the  time  I  was  14  or  15,  I  decided  that  I  wanted  to  be  a  football  player." 
Known  for  his  arm  strength,  it  would  only  make  sense  that  Whitehurst  spent 
some  of  his  baseball  days  on  the  mound,  right?  "It's  funny,  because  I  used 
to  play  catcher  a  lot.  I  always  wanted  to  pitch,  and  I  feel  like  I  could  have 
thrown  pretty  hard.  We  had  a  lot  of  good  pitchers,  so  I  had  to  catch  them. 
I  never  really  learned  how  to  throw  strikes,  so  I  lost  my  chance  to  pitch." 
Whitehurst's  father  David  played  quarterback  at  nearby  Furman 
and  also  spent  time  as  the  starting  quarterback  of  the  Green  Bay 


Packers  in  the  early  1980s.  The  throwing  motions 
of  the  father-and-son  duo  are  so  similar  that  the  only 
way  to  tell  them  apart  when  they  are  side-by-side 
on  video  is  by  what  uniform  they  are  wearing.  How- 
ever, it  was  not  always  like  that,  as  the  younger 
Whitehurst  used  to  have  a  motion  that  more  closely 
resembled  a  different  Packer  quarterback,  Brett 
Favre. 

"I  remember  being  out  in  the  front  yard  with 
my  dad  throwing  the  football  one  day,"  recalled 
Whitehurst.  "I  was  still  really  big  into  baseball  and  I 
would  see  middle  infielders  on  television  flipping  the 
ball  around  sidearm,  so  I  copied  them.  I  was  throw- 
ing the  football  to  my  dad  sidearm,  and  finally  he 
told  me  not  to  throw  it  back  to  him  that  way.  I  did  it 
again  anyway,  and  the  next  ball  he  threw  back  to 
me  came  flying  at  me.  He  threw  it  so  hard  it  really 
burned  my  hands.  I  didn't  want  that  feeling  again, 
so  I  knew  then  not  to  the  throw  the  football  sidearm 
anymore." 

"Oh,  that  worked?"  asked  his  father.  "I  didn't 
know  he  was  paying  attention  back  then." 

The  two  have  quite  a  relationship,  one  that  is 
first  and  foremost  father  and  son,  but  sometimes 
turns  into  coach  and  player.  They  often  discuss  "Xs 
and  Os"  when  they  talk  after  games. 

"It's  something  that  is  usually  addressed,"  ex- 
plained #6.  "After  a  good  game,  we  will  usually  talk 
about  some  of  the  good  plays,  maybe  some  touch- 
down passes.  After  some  of  the  not-so-good  games, 
we  will  not  talk  about  the  game  for  a  few  hours.  Then 
he'll  finally  come  up  to  me  and  ask,  'so  what  hap- 
pened on  that  interception?'  It's  funny  how  that  pat- 
tern goes,  but  I  think  that's  how  it  is  with  most  par- 
ents." 

Growing  up  the  son  of  an  NFL  quarterback  is 
something  that  very  few  kids  in  America  can  claim, 
and  it  took  Whitehurst  a  while  to  realize  he  was  a 
part  of  such  a  small  group.  "I  was  actually  born  in 
Green  Bay,  and  I  think  I  made  it  to  one  game  before 
my  dad  was  done  in  1 984,"  said  Whitehurst.  "It  never

really  hit  me  until  I  was  much  older  that  my  dad  ac- 
tually played  in  the  NFL.  When  I  was  young,  I 
thought  everyone  got  to  go  on  and  play  in  the  NFL. 
Later  on,  I  realized  that  it  was  pretty  special  that  he 
played  professionally." 

Whitehurst  also  has  a  unique  situation  in  that 
his  sister  Carrie  is  a  junior  at  Clemson  and  is  on  the 
women's  basketball  team.  "I  think  that  has  worked 
out  well  for  our  parents,"  said  Whitehurst.  "We  aren't 
far  from  home,  and  they  can  come  watch  both  of  us 
play.  I  don't  have  to  look  after  Carrie,  because  if 
you  know  my  sister  at  all,  she  doesn't  need  anyone 
to  look  after  her;  she  has  a  pretty  strong  personality. 
It  has  definitely  been  good  for  both  of  us  to  be  able 
to  see  our  parents  so  much." 

While  his  father  gets  a  lot  of  attention,  he  also 
credits  his  mother  Beth  for  having  a  lasting  impact 
on  not  only  himself,  but  his  three  siblings  as  well. 
"My  mom  has  had  just  as  big  of  an  impact  on  me  in 
my  life  as  my  dad  has,"  explained  Whitehurst. 

"My  dad  certainly  had  a  lot  to  do  with  my  ath- 
letic career  and  growing  up  as  a  whole,  but  my  mom 
often  gets  left  out  of  the  equation,  and  I  don't  think 
that  is  fair.  I  have  learned  a  lot  from  her,  and  I  think 
she  does  an  awesome  job  with  all  of  us.  I  can  re- 
member being  a  kid,  and  saying  I  felt  sick  and  didn't 
want  to  go  to  school.  A  lot  of  moms  would  probably 
tell  you  to  go  get  in  bed  and  bring  you  pancakes 
and  all,  but  not  my  mom.  She  would  just  look  at  me 
and  say  'get  dressed,  you're  going  to  school'." 

"Oh  yeah,"  replied  his  mother  when  asked  if 
this  story  was  accurate.  "I  had  to  do  that  many  times, 
and  one  time  I  almost  had  to  drag  him  by  the  ear 
into  school." 

"For  my  mom  to  do  those  type  of  things  makes 
a  difference  and  makes  you  better  as  a  person,"  said 
Whitehurst.  "She  has  been  there  every  step  of  the 
way  in  my  career,  and  my  sisters  as  well.  She  has 


quite  an  impact  on  us,  as  well  as  my  16-year-old 
brother  Jake,  and  13-year-old  sister  Sally." 

Jake  is  a  sophomore  in  high  school  and  plays 
football,  and  Sally  is  a  seventh-grade  volleyball 
player. 

With  all  of  the  records  and  accomplishments 
that  he  owns,  there  are  still  a  couple  of  games  that 
stick  out  in  Whitehurst's  mind.  "The  first  time  that  I 
started  against  South  Carolina  (in  2002)  and  beat 
them  was  a  big  moment,"  said  Whitehurst.  "It  was 
big,  because  I  really  felt  like  I  was  a  part  of  it  then.  It 
was  a  big  game  for  both  teams  and  a  pretty  big  win 
for  us. 

"The  Florida  State  game  in  2003  was  also  a 
big  night,  because  they  were  such  a  good  team  and 
we  knew  how  well  we  had  to  play  well  to  beat  them. 
We  executed  extremely  well  that  night,  and  it's  hard 
to  express  how  big  of  a  win  that  was  for  us." 

Clemson  won  that  game  26-10  over  the  #3 
Seminoles,  the  highest-ranked  team  the  Tigers  have 
beaten  in  their  history. 

Along  the  way,  Whitehurst  has  picked  up  some 
other  important  victories  for  the  Tigers,  including  a 
27-14  win  over  #6  Tennessee  in  the  Peach  Bowl, 
and  a  24-1 7  overtime  win  on  the  road  at  #10  Miami 
(FL)  in  2004. 

Starting  for  four  years  is  not  something 
Whitehurst  expected,  and  he  certainly  did  not  ex- 
pect to  set  the  school  record  for  consecutive  games 
started  by  a  quarterback. 

"I've  been  very  fortunate  to  be  in  the  position 
to  make  a  lot  of  plays,"  admitted  Whitehurst.  "I  came 
to  Clemson  and  never  really  expected  to  be  a  four- 
year  starter,  but  I  caught  some  breaks  early  in  my 
career.  I  don't  know  exactly  why  that  happened,  but 
I  felt  like  I  was  working  very  hard.  It  is  pretty  wild  to 
look  back  at  what  has  happened  over  my  five  years 
here.  I  don't  think  I'll  be  able  to  assess  what  all  has 
happened  and  what  it  has  meant  until  I've  left 
Clemson." 

When  his  days  as  a  Tiger  are  done,  Whitehurst 
has  aspirations  of  playing  in  the  NFL  just  like  his 
father.  "I  would  love  to  play  in  the  NFL,  but  right 
now  I  haven't  really  thought  about  it  too  much,"  ex- 
plained Whitehurst.  "I'm  just  trying  to  win  as  many 

games  as  I  can  at  Clemson.  In  a  perfect   

world,  I  would  play  professionally,  get  mar- 
ried, and  start  a  family,  and  run  and  follow 
my  kids  around." 

As  for  now,  the  Whitehurst  family  is 
gathered  at  Death  Valley  again  as  Charlie 
runs  down  the  Hill  for  the  final  time.  His 
parents  have  come  to  all  of  his  games,  both 
home  and  away,  throughout  his  career. 
They  will  not  become  strangers  to  Clemson 
after  today's  season  finale,  though,  as 
Carrie's  basketball  season  is  just  around 
the  corner. 

But  for  Charlie,  his  days  at  Clemson 
are  few.  He  already  has  his  undergradu- 
ate degree.

Cliff  Harrell

Although  he  may  not  be  able  to  trace  his  intro- 
duction to  football  to  a  particular  person  or  event, 
senior  fullback  Cliff  Harrell  definitely  knows  who 
motivates  him  to  continue  playing  as  a  Tiger. 

"I  began  playing  football  when  I  was  six  years 
old,"  said  Harrell.  "No  one  really  influenced  me  to 
play;  I  just  know  that  I  have  been  playing  football 
ever  since  that  time." 

Most  young  men  playing  college  football  are 
driven  by  the  desire  to  break  records  and  make  as 
much  money  as  possible.  Harrell's  motivation  comes 
from  the  dreams  that  his  two  parents  had  for  him 
during  his  youth. 

A  dream  can  be  defined  as  an  ambition  or  cher- 
ished desire  that  can  provoke  artistic  and  other  forms 
of  inspiration.  Harrell  channeled  this  dream  into  his 
ambition,  as  he  played  football  at  North  Florida  Chris- 
tian Academy  in  Tallahassee,  FL. 

"Playing  sports  kept  me  out  of  trouble,"  recalled 
Harrell.  "I  hung  around  the  wrong  crowd  when  I  was 
growing  up,  and  that  was  the  reason  I  had  to  attend 
a  private  school.  I  hated  it  at  first,  but  I  used  football 
as  my  motivation  to  keep  me  out  of  trouble." 

North  Florida  Christian  Academy  won 
three  state  titles  during  the  last  three  years 
that  Harrell  played.  "We  always  had  the 
passion  for  greatness,"  he  explained. 

Harrell  personally  shined  on 
the  football  field,  and  ac- 
quired all-state,  all-con- 
ference, all-area,  and 
all-region  honors  dur- 
ing his  sophomore, 
junior,  and  senior 
seasons.  As  a  line- 
backer, Harrell  to- 
taled 106 
tackles  and 
four  inter- 
ceptions 
for  his 
c  a  - 
reer. 
As  a 
s  e  - 
nbr, 
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he  amassed  1 ,075  yards  rushing 
and  scored  16  touchdowns.  He 
finished  his  career  at  the  acad- 
emy ranked  as  the  #32  player  in 
Florida  by  SuperPrep,  and  the  #1 
fullback  in  the  state  by  Florida 
Times  Union. 

Due  to  his  positive  experi- 
ence at  North  Florida  Christian 
Academy  Harrell  decided  it  would 
be  a  good  idea  to  play  college 
football  away  from  his  home  area 
so  he  would  continue  to  focus  on 
the  tasks  at  hand.  Today,  he  will 
play  his  last  Clemson  game  in 
Death  Valley  against  his  home- 
town foe,  Florida  State.  He  knows 
that  being  a  Seminole  would  have 
negated  everything  that  he  had 
worked  so  hard  for  at  North  Florida  Christian  Acad- 
emy. 

"Florida  State  was  never  an  option  for  me,  be- 
cause it  was  a  must  that  I  get  out  of  town.  I  knew 
that  I  had  to  leave  Tallahassee  so  I  could  continue 
to  do  well.  I  didn't  even  hear  about  Clemson 
until  Coach  (Rick)  Stockstill  came  to  re- 
cruit me.  He  sold  me  on  the  traditions 
of  Clemson  football." 

Harrell  has  been  a  strong  con- 
ributor  ever  since  he  came  to 
Clemson.   He  has  played  in  45 
games  entering  today's  game,  in- 
cluding eight  as  a  starter.  He  has 
just  six  career  rushes,  but  his 
blocking  from  the  fullback  po- 
sition is  one  of  the  reasons 
Clemson's  rushing  attack  has 
improved  by  almost  50  yards  per 
game  so  far  this  year. 

He  has  maintained  his  moti- 
vation to  be  the  best  player  he 
can  be.  "I've  lost  nearly  40 
pounds 
since  I 
came 
here, 

and  that  was  because  I  wanted  to  become  a  better 
player.  I'm  striving  to  be  as  good  as  possible.  Al- 
though this  offense  does  not  use  the  fullback  as 
a  runner,  I  don't  get  discouraged.  I  focus  on 
how  I  have  gotten  to  this  point,  and  hope  that 
have  the  opportunity  to  play  at  another  level." 

Harrell's  drive  and  determination  have 
never  been  an  issue  at  Clemson.  "Cliff  Harrell 
has  been  a  leader  and  a  great  example  to 
the  younger  players,"  said  Head  Coach 
Tommy  Bowden.  "He  works  hard  every  day 
and  is  always  prepared  to  play." 

Harrell's  personal  family  story  explains 
why  he  had  such  an  outstanding  high  school 
career  and  has  continued  that  strong  work  ethic 
during  each  season  in  Tigertown. 
"My  true  love  of  football  came  at  a  more  som- 
ber time  in  my  life,  but  it  has  brought  about  some 
truly  good  times  for  my  life,"  said  #36.  "My  fa- 
ther used  to  pick  me  up  after  school  and  we 
would  play  football  together.  We  always  had 
one  special  football  that  we  would  play 
with  all  of  the  time.

"But,  he  got  cancer  when 
was  nine,  and  at  that  age  I  didn't 
know  what  it  was,  what  it  could 
do,  or  to  what  extent  he  had  it. 

"He  passed  away  when  I  was 
10,  and  my  stepmother  told  me 
that  I  could  have  anything  out  of 
his  house  that  I  wanted.  Out  of 
everything  there,  I  knew  exactly 
what  I  wanted;  it  was  that  football 
that  we  had  always  played  with. 
Until  about  the  age  of  1 5, 1  always 
kept  that  ball  with  me.  I  even  slept 
with  it  all  of  the  time.  I  continued 
to  play  football,  because  I  knew 
that  it  (the  sport)  was  something 
that  he  wanted  me  to  do. 

"With  my  father's  death,  my 
mother  and  I  became  really  close. 
We  began  to  watch  football  games  together  every 
weekend,  attend  high  school  games,  and  each  year 
we  would  watch  the  NFL  draft  together. 

"When  I  was  15,  1  found  out  that  my  mother 
had  breast  cancer  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year, 
but  they  found  it  at  an  early  stage,  and  they  were 
able  to  catch  it.  After  a  short  time,  she  got  better,  so 
I  assumed  that  the  cancer  was  gone.  Later  during 
that  same  year  in  the  summer,  she  began  to  get 
sick,  and  I  didn't  know  that  she  had  cancer  again. 

"I  had  gone  through  the  entire  spring  training 
and  had  no  idea  about  what  was  going  on.  The 
team  has  a  barbecue  to  celebrate  the  upcoming 
season  with  our  parents.  During  it,  my  mother  would 
not  eat  anything,  and  she  was  extremely  sleepy. 

"That  was  the  day  I  really  got  the  feeling  that 
something  was  not  right.  By  the  end  of  the  night, 
she  couldn't  even  drive,  and  my  first  time  ever  driv- 
ing was  that  night,  because  I  had  to  drive  us  home. 
It  was  that  night  that  my  family  finally  told  me  that 
she  had  acquired  cancer  once  again. 

"Right  then,  football  was  no  longer  important 
to  me.  Camp  was  coming  up,  and  I  was  just  ready 
to  give  it  all  up.  I  did  not  want  to  be  away  from  her, 
but  she  would  not  let  me  give  up  the  one  thing  that  I 
really  loved.  She  talked  me  into  going  to  camp. 

"Every  day  while  I  was  there,  I  called  her  at 
least  twice  a  day  One  day  I  called  her  in  the  morn- 
ing, but  I  forgot  to  call  her  that  afternoon. 

"I  remember  walking  onto  the  field  for  my  af- 
ternoon practice  when  the  head  coach  called  me 
over  and  told  me  that  I  needed  to  go  home.  I  auto- 
matically knew  that  something  was  pretty  bad,  be- 
cause we  were  an  hour  away  from  my  hometown, 
and  one  of  the  coaches  drove  me  all  the  way  back. 

"When  we  finally  got  there,  I  found  out  that  my 
mother  had  passed  away  earlier  that  afternoon. 

"I  knew  right  away  that  I  had  to  make  the  deci- 
sion to  either  return  to  camp  or  stay  with  my  family 
I  learned  that  football  was  my  true  love  that  day 
because  I  decided  to  go  back  to  camp  and  live  out 
my  mother's  dream  for  me." 

Harrell's  siblings  and  other  family  members 
attend  each  of  his  games,  and  they  will  be  here  to- 
day for  his  final  home  game.  His  family  can  attest 
that  his  parents'  dream  is  no  longer  a  cherished 
desire,  it  has  become  a  reality

Bobby  Williamson 


Senior  Spotlight

As  Bobby  Williamson  straps  on  his  pads  for 
the  last  time  in  Death  Valley  today,  he  wants  Tiger 
fans  to  remember  one  thing  about  him  -  his  inten- 
sity. 

If  you  were  to  watch  Clemson  play  one  Satur- 
day afternoon,  you  would  not  have  a  hard  time  no- 
ticing this  intensity.  What  you  might  not  notice  from 
watching  just  one  game,  however,  is  his  continued 
commitment  to  do  whatever  it  is  his  team  asks  him 
to  do.  Coaches  have  called  upon  him  to  play  on 
both  sides  of  the  ball  throughout  his  career,  and  he 
has  answered  that  call  each  time,  without  hesita- 
tion. 

Williamson  came  to  Clemson  from  Tarpon 
Springs,  FL,  a  small  suburb  of  Tampa,  where  he 
played  for  East  Lake  High  School.  There,  he  man- 
aged to  accumulate  numerous  accolades,  including 
all-conference  honors  his  sophomore,  junior,  and 
senior  seasons,  All-Pinellas  County  honors  as  a  jun- 
ior and  senior,  and  a  second-team  all-state  selec- 
tion his  senior  year.  He  was  nominated  for  the 
Florida-Georgia  All-Star  game  and  was  selected  for 
the  Global  Games,  which  is  a  competition  involving 
teams  from  Europe,  Japan,  Canada,  and  the  United 
States. 

Williamson  earned  all  these  awards  while  play- 
ing in  a  state  known  for  its  football  talent.  He  was 
rated  the  35th-best  player  in  Florida  by  Florida  Prep 
Football,  as  well  as  being  rated  the  54th-best  tight 
end  in  the  nation  by  Rivals.com.  Being  a  Sunshine 
State  native  makes  today's  game  against  the  Semi- 
noles  even  more  special  for  him. 

"Florida  State  is  always  a  big  game  for  me  per- 
sonally," said  #81 .  Beating  South  Carolina  is  great, 
but  I  love  to  beat  any  team  from  Florida." 


Bobby  Williamson  has  flourished  in  Rob 
Spence's  new  offense.  The  Tarpon  Springs, 
FL  native  and  fifth-year  senior  has  benefited 
from  the  increased  use  of  tight  ends  in  2005. 


Despite  being  recruited  by  then-de- 
fending National  Champion  Oklahoma, 
Williamson  chose  to  come  to  the  foothills 
of  South  Carolina  and  be  a  Tiger.  "I  re- 
ally liked  the  small-town  atmosphere  and 
the  way  the  town  revolved  around  the 
football  program.  I  could  tell  I  was  going 
to  come  to  Clemson  after  my  first  visit." 

After  red-shirting  in  2001, 
Williamson  began  his  Clemson  career  at 
the  tight  end  position  in  2002,  when  he 
played  in  all  12  regular-season  games. 
Over  the  course  of  his  freshman  and 
sophomore  seasons,  he  made  numerous 
offensive  contributions,  including  his  first 
career  touchdown  in  2002  against  Geor- 
gia Tech,  a  game  Clemson  won  by  just 
five  points.  It  came  on  a  short  pass  from 
quarterback  Willie  Simmons. 

Williamson  then  led  all  Clemson 
tight  ends  in  receptions  in  2003  with  12, 
including  a  career-high  five  catches  at 
N.C.  State.  That  was  the  most  recep- 
tions in  a  game  by  a  Tiger  tight  end  since 
1975,  when  Ail-American  Bennie 
Cunningham  played  for  Clemson. 

When  the  2004  season  rolled 
around,  coaches  decided  that  they  had 
a  different  plan  for  Williamson.  Ben  Hall 
was  an  outstanding  tight  end  who  would 
be  entering  his  senior  year,  and  the 
Clemson  offense  at  the  time  did  not  call  for  a  lot  of 
action  for  the  tight-end  position. 

Knowing  Williamson's  versatility,  Tiger  coaches 
moved  him  to  the  defensive  side  of  the  ball.  For 
Williamson,  it  was  not  about  playing  a  certain  posi- 
tion, it  was  about  playing. 

"I  don't  really  prefer  offense  or  defense  more 
than  the  other,"  admitted  Williamson.  "I  just  wanted 
to  continue  to  play  and  help  the  team." 

And  help  he  did.  As  a  defensive  lineman,  he 
recorded  five  sacks,  and  that  placed  him  tied  for  sec- 
ond on  the  team  and  1 0th  in  the  ACC.  Even  though 
he  did  not  start,  he  was  also  able  to  total  30  tackles 
during  the  season,  including  two  big  tackles  for  loss 
in  a  memorable  win  against  #10  Miami  (FL)  at  the 
Orange  Bowl. 

Even  though  the  coaching  staff  moved 
Williamson  to  the  defensive  side  of  the  ball,  the 
coaches  also  decided  to  utilize  his  talents  as  a  tight 
end  in  short-yardage  situations.  He  played  1 5  snaps 
at  defensive  end  and  seven  snaps  at  tight  end  in 
the  season  opener  against  Wake  Forest.  It  was  the 
first  time  since  the  1 960s  that  a  Tiger  played  at  least 
seven  snaps  on  offense  and  seven  snaps  on  de- 
fense in  the  same  game. 

Williamson  said  that  overtime  victory  over  the 
Demon  Deacons  last  season  was  his  most  memo- 
rable game  in  his  career  at  Clemson.  "That  was  a 
game  I  will  never  forget,"  said  Williamson  with  a 
smile.  "Playing  offense  and  defense  in  the  same 
game  is  not  something  that  a  lot  of  players  get  to 
do." 

Another  highlight  of  his  junior  season  came 
during  Homecoming  weekend  against  Utah  State 
when  he  recovered  a  blocked  punt  in  the  endzone 
for  his  second  career  touchdown. 

Prior  to  the  2005  spring  practice,  coaches  met 
to  determine  where  Williamson  would  play  during

his  senior  year.  With  the  increased  emphasis  on 
the  tight-end  position  in  new  Offensive  Coordinator 
Rob  Spence's  scheme,  Williamson  moved  back  to 
tight  end. 

Returning  to  the  position  has  been  like  riding 
a  bike  for  the  senior,  as  he  has  caught  many  timely 
passes  this  year  from  classmate  Charlie  Whitehurst. 
In  a  big  Thursday  night  victory  at  N.C.  State  on  Oc- 
tober 1 3,  Williamson  caught  his  second  career  touch- 
down pass  in  the  first  half  to  break  open  the  game. 
It  came  on  an  eight-yard  strike  from  Whitehurst  at 
the  start  of  the  second  quarter,  as  the  Tigers  went 
on  to  defeat  the  Wolfpack  31-10. 

Williamson  was  forced  to  take  even  more  re- 
sponsibility at  the  tight-end  position  when  teammate 
and  good  friend  Cole  Downer  went  down  with  an 
injury  in  the  third  game  of  the  year  against  Miami 
(FL).  Downer  ruptured  his  spleen  when  he  landed 
awkwardly  in  the  second  half.  No  one  knew  the 
seriousness  of  the  injury  until  later  that  night,  includ- 
ing Williamson. 

"I  got  a  call  from  Coach  (Jack)  Hines  about 
midnight,  and  he  told  me  about  Cole  having  his 
spleen  removed,"  recalled  Williamson.  "It  was  scary 
there  for  a  while,  but  it  was  a  relief  when  I  heard  he 
was  alright." 

Williamson  says  the  hardest  part  of  switching 
back  over  to  offense  was  controlling  his  energy  level. 
"Defense  is  based  so  much  on  adrenaline.  I  wasn't 
used  to  that  on  offense.  When  I  switched  back  to 
offense  from  defense,  I  had  to  relearn  how  to  con- 
trol my  emotions  and  make  smart  plays.  It  was  ac- 
tually a  lot  harder  than  I  thought  it  was  going  to  be." 

Williamson  has  proven  that  he  can  produce 
results  wherever  coaches  put  him,  as  long  as  he  is 
on  the  field.  "My  favorite  part  of  football  is  winning, 
hands  down.  As  long  as  we  win,  I  don't  care  where 
I  play." 
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The  fifth-year  senior  is  considered  by  many  as  a  pro  pros- 
pect, because  of  his  strength  and  experience  on  both  sides  of 
the  ball.  His  continued  effort  in  the  weight  room  has  helped 
give  him  the  success  he  has  experienced  so  far  in  his  career. 
He  has  the  best  hang  clean  on  the  team  at  400  pounds,  the 
fifth-best  bench  press  at  425  pounds,  and  his  total  weight 
lifted  of  1,645  pounds  ranks  him  as  the  seventh-strongest 
Tiger  on  the  team. 

To  add  even  more  to  the  uniqueness  of  Williamson's  col- 
lege career,  he  made  a  big  change  in  his  personal  life 
during  this  past  offseason.  On  March  23,  2005, 
during  spring  break,  he  married  Brittany 
Esposito,    a   Clemson   student  from 
Westchester,  NY.  They  were  married  in  Las 
Vegas  at  the  famous  Bellagio  Hotel  &  Ca- 
sino. Brittany  and  Bobby  who  is  the  only 
married  player  on  Clemson's  2005  team, 
shared  their  special  day  with  friends  and  fam- 
ily, including  Tiger  teammates  Dustin  Fry,  Zach 
Green,  Tim  DeBeer,  and  Downer. 

Williamson's  brother  Logan  served  as 
his  "best  man."  He  admits  being  married 
as  a  student-athlete  was  a  little  over- 
whelming at  first,  but  says  Brittany  has 
been  the  most-influential  person  in  his 
life  along  with  his  parents. 

"It's  nice  having  something  consis- 
tent in  your  life.  I  can  always  count 
on  her  to  be  there  for  me,  and  she 
knows  I  will  always  be  there  for  her." 
||         Williamson  is  not  sure  of  his  fu- 
ture plans  after  college,  but  is  keep- 

fing  his  options  with  football  open. 
"I'll  have  to  wait  and  see  where  my 
football  career  goes.  At  this  point, 
I  am  really  not  sure  what  I  will  be 
doing  after  college.  If  I  don't  end 
up  playing  football,  I  will  still  be 
happy  with  what  I  have  accom- 
plished here  at  Clemson." 

Williamson  will  graduate  in  May  of 
2006  with  a  degree  in  human  resource  development. 
He  might  not  be  sure  about  where  he  will  be  at  this 
time  next  year,  but  one  thing 
he  can  be  sure  of  is  that  he  will 
have  a  supportive  wife  by  his 
side  wherever  he  goes. 

Williamson  has  had  a  suc- 
cessful and  unique  career  as  a 
Tiger.  How  many  players  do  you 
know  who  have  trouble  deciding  be- 
tween their  first  career  touchdown 
reception  and  their  first  career  sack 
as  their  most  memorable  football 
moment?  Ironically,  both  came 
against  the  same  opponent,  Geor- 
gia Tech. 

didn't  think  the  feeling  I  had  af- 
ter scoring  my  first  touchdown  could 
be  topped,"  explained  Williamson. 
"But  making  that  sack  in  the  Georgia 
Tech  game  last  year  was  amazing.  The 
crowd  went  crazy  when  I  brought  him 
down." 

Those  two  moments  can  sum  up 
his  career  at  Clemson.  He  might  not 
have  been  sure  where  coaches 
were  going  to  put  him  on  the 
ield,  but  wherever  he  was,  he

was  going  to  make  a  difference.  Williamson  had  no 
complaints,  as  long  as  he  was  on  the  field,  and  each 
year  he  has  made  contributions  on  both  sides  of  the 
ball. 

Williamson  has  enjoyed  every  aspect  of  his 
football  experience  at  Clemson.  "Being  from  Florida, 
I  didn't  expect  to  get  so  caught  up  in  the  traditions 
here.  I  just  wanted  to  play  football.  But  things  like 
running  down  the  Hill,  Howard's  Rock,  and  the  fans 
coming  on  to  the  field  after  the  games  are  what  I  will 
always  remember  about  my  football  experience." 
Today  is  Williamson's  last  home  game  at  Death 
Valley.  He  says  his  goals  for 
the  game  are  to  win,  hold 
nothing  back,  and  remem- 
ber the  experience  for  the 
rest  of  his  life.

I  want  to  re- 
member running  down  the 
Hill  for  the  last  time,  and  of 
course,  I  want  a  win,  which 
would  be  memorable  since 
we  are  playing  a  top-20 
Florida  State  team." 

Williamson  has  already 
contributed  in  two  of  the  Ti- 
gers' more  memorable  vic- 
tories over  top-20  teams 
from  the  state  of  Florida.  It 
would  be  a  fitting  way  to 
close  his  career  with  a  third 
this  afternoon.

Barker  came  to  the 
office  in  1999  witfi  a 
clear  vision  of 
Clemson's  future.  A 
1970  Clemson  Uni- 
versity graduate, 
Barker  has  estab- 
lished a  goal  of  mak- 
ing the  university 
one  of  the  nation's 
top-20  public  univer- 
sities -  an  institution  that  draws  outstanding  faculty 
and  students,  provides  an  unmatched  academic  ex- 
perience, and  helps  drive  the  state's  economic  de- 
velopment. 

Clemson  has  made  significant  strides  in  this 
area  and  reached  a  #34  ranking  among  public  insti- 
tutions according  to  U.S.  News  &  World  Report  in 
2006.  That  represents  a  five-position  jump  in  the

Clemson  Athletic  Di- 
rector Dr.  Terry  Don 
Phillips  is  known  for 
his  love  of  Tiger  tra- 
ditions, spirit,  and 
pride,  deemed  Solid 
Orange.  Yet  his 
deep  satisfaction 
comes  with  what 
that  united  Clemson 
strength  of  mind 
brings,  "a  reality  to- 
ward building  a 
model  program  that  can  compete  at  the  highest  lev- 
els in  all  sports." 

As  visible  as  the  statewide  "orange  outbreak" 
of  Tiger  faithful  that  Phillips  promotes,  a  towering 
mark  of  his  mission  emerged  this  year  when  his  plan 
for  the  WestZone  expansion  of  Memorial  Stadium 
progressed  to  near  round-the-clock  construction.  As 
has  been  his  style  for  over  25  years  in  all  aspects  of 
athletic  administration,  his  focus  is  on  enhancing  the 
infrastructure  in  a  deliberate,  quality  manner. 

"There's  nothing  worse  than  trying  to  maintain 
status  quo,"  said  Phillips,  who  became  Clemson's 
10th  athletic  director  on  July  1,  2002.  That  motto 
has  been  a  basic  tenet  that  has  characterized  his 
career  as  an  administrator  and  his  pursuit  to  develop 
Clemson  into  a  model  athletic  program  in  the  21st 
century.  His  beliefs  are  in  line  with  the  University's 
overall  goal  of  making  Clemson  one  of  the  top-20 
public  universities  in  the  nation. 

His  resolve  comes  from  a  unique  balance  of 
experience  in  nearly  every  phase  of  college  athlet- 
ics as  well  as  a  devotion  to  higher  education  that 
includes  both  a  doctorate  and  law  degree.  He  re- 
mains a  classroom  presence  by  teaching  a  Sports 
Law  section  for  Clemson's  Department  of  Accoun- 
tancy and  Legal  Studies.  In  addition,  Phillips  is  chair 
of  the  NCAA  Division  I  Infractions  Appeals  Commit- 
tee, which  serves  the  appellate  role  for  all  university 
and  individual  appeals  arising  from  the  Committee 
on  Infractions. 

Those  influences  are  obvious  in  his 
strategic  plan  for  Clemson  Athletics,  which 
provides  for  a  model  program  that  can  com- 
pete at  the  highest  levels  with  academic  in- 
tegrity, concern  for  the  student-athlete,  finan- 
cial responsibility,  and  in  full  compliance. 

Steady  strides  have  been  made  toward 
these  goals  through  facility  improvements 
and  the  development  of  concepts  that  will 
serve  the  entire  program,  starting  with  the 
current  endzone  expansion  at  Memorial  Sta- 
dium. This  fall,  the  facility  will  feature  new 
lockerrooms  for  both  teams  and  a  new  video 
scoreboard.  In  2006,  1,000  premium  club 
seats  will  open  and  create  a  vital  new  rev- 
enue stream  for  future  facilities. 

After  the  completion  of  the  club  seats, 
plans  call  for  a  new  comprehensive  football 
building  at  Memorial  Stadium.  It  will  benefit 
the  entire  department,  as  it  will  create  addi- 
tional updated  facilities  in  the  McFadden 
Building  for  Clemson's  Olympic  sports  pro- 
gram. A  "One  Clemson  Center"  will  also  be 
constructed  to  showcase  the  history  of 
Clemson  University,  including  its  military  and 


Since  Phillips'  arrival  at  Clemson,  many  high- 
lights toward  being  a  model  program  have  occurred 
on  the  field  as  well,  beginning  with  Clemson's  first- 
ever  national  championship  in  golf.  His  second  year 
included  an  incredible  run  on  the  gridiron  to  end  the 
season,  as  Tommy  Bowden's  Tigers  defeated  #3 
Florida  State  in  November  and  #6  Tennessee  in  the 
Peach  Bowl.  The  women's  tennis  team  was  one  of 
three  programs  to  win  ACC  Championships  in  the 
same  weekend  and  advanced  to  the  Final  Four  of 
the  NCAA  Tournament,  the  first  women's  athletic 
team  In  Clemson  history  to  reach  the  Final  Four  in 
any  postseason  tournament.  Nancy  Harris'  team 
duplicated  the  accomplishment  in  2004-05. 

In  the  most  recent  school  year,  1 5  of  Clemson's 
19  sports  programs  advanced  to  postseason  play. 
The  list  included  six  which  were  chosen  for  NCAA 
Tournament  competition  (baseball,  golf,  rowing, 
women's  soccer,  men's  tennis,  women's  tennis).  The 
Tiger  sports  program  had  62  AII-ACC  selections,  1 4 
All-America  selections,  and  seven  student-athletes 
who  were  named  at  least  academic  all-region. 

In  terms  of  personnel,  Phillips  made  national 
news  when  he  hired  Oliver  Purnell  as  Clemson's 
head  basketball  coach  in  2003.  Purnell  has  had  a 
history  of  rejuvenating  basketball  programs,  and  it 
appears  he  is  continuing  that  trend  at  Clemson.  He 
led  the  Tigers  to  postseason  play  in  2004-05,  their 
first  postseason  appearance  in  six  years. 

Phillips  also  enhanced  his  department's  diver- 
sity by  naming  former  NCAA  Administrator  Phil 
Grayson  and  former  Clemson  All-America  football 
player  Jeff  Davis  to  athletic  director  positions.  He 
also  promoted  Barbara  Kennedy-Dixon,  one  of  the 
greatest  ACC  women's  basketball  players  in  history, 
to  the  associate  athletic  director/senior  women's  ad- 
ministrator position  when  Linda  White  retired  in  2005. 

Clemson  has  also  continued  to  raise  standards 
when  it  comes  to  the  school's  overall  mission  of  aca- 
demics. In  the  spring  of  2005,  a  record  245  stu- 
dent-athletes were  named  to  the  Academic  Honor 
Roll,  including  a  record  121  who  were  named  to  the 


President's  List.  Additionally,  a  record-tying  eight 
athletic  programs  had  over  a  3.0  semester  GPA  . 

Excellence  in  academics  has  been  a  constant 
on  his  resume.  He  has  an  undergraduate  degree 
from  Arkansas  (1 970),  a  master's  from  Virginia  Tech 
(1974),  a  doctorate  from  Virginia  Tech  (1978),  and  a 
law  degree  from  the  Arkansas  School  of  Law  ( 1 996). 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Arkansas  Bar,  American  Bar 
Association,  and  the  Sports  Lawyers  Association. 

From  an  experience  standpoint,  Phillips  has 
worked  in  nearly  all  phases  of  college  athletics.  He 
coached  on  the  football  staff  at  Virginia  Tech,  su- 
pervised spring  sports  and  student-athlete  enrich- 
ment at  Florida,  handled  athletic  fundraising  and 
facility  enhancement  at  Missouri  and  Arkansas,  and 
had  15  years  experience  as  an  athletic  director,  in- 
cluding 1 3  at  the  Division  I  level,  prior  to  his  appoint- 
ment at  Clemson,  coming  from  Oklahoma  State. 

Football  was  transformed  from  a  perennial  los- 
ing status,  defeating  Oklahoma  during  five  of  the 
eight  years  he  was  associated  with  Oklahoma  State. 
For  this,  he  received  the  National  Football  Founda- 
tion Oklahoma  Chapter  Outstanding  Contribution  to 
Amateur  Football  Award  in  2002. 

When  it  came  to  success  on  the  field  and  in 
the  classroom,  OSU's  programs  were  among  the 
best  in  the  Big  12.  The  achievements  of  the  Cow- 
boy program  during  his  tenure  (1994-02)  included  a 
pair  of  national  titles  in  men's  golf,  a  men's  basket- 
ball Final  Four,  two  trips  to  the  College  World  Se- 
ries, 1 3  Big  1 2  titles,  and  1 1  individual  national  cham- 
pions. It  had  53  academic  All-Americans  as  well. 

Before  leading  Oklahoma  State,  Phillips  served 
as  senior  associate  athletic  director  at  Arkansas  from 
1 988-94.  He  ran  the  daily  operations  and  had  over- 
sight of  facility  projects  for  the  men's  programs,  and 
was  president  of  the  Razorback  Foundation. 

Phillips  was  athletic  director  at  Liberty  (1980- 
81)  and  Louisiana-Lafayette  (1983-88).  He  was  also 
an  assistant  athletic  director  at  Missouri  (1981-83), 
and  began  his  administrative  career  in  1979  as  an 
assistant  athletic  director  at  Florida. 

Phillips  began  his  career  in  college  ath- 
letics coaching  football.  He  started  as  a 
graduate  assistant  at  Arkansas  from  1970- 
71 .  He  moved  on  to  Virginia  Tech  as  an  as- 
sistant coach  from  1 971-78  before  joining  the 
ranks  of  athletic  administration. 

Winning  has  been  on  his  resume  since 
his  playing  days.  At  Arkansas,  he  lettered 
on  three  Frank  Broyles' teams  (1966,68,69). 
The  Razorbacks  were  27-5  in  those  three 
years  and  played  in  two  Sugar  Bowl  games. 

In  addition  to  Phillips'  leadership  with  the 
NCAA  Infractions  Appeals  Committee,  he 
also  works  with  the  NCAA  certification  pro- 
gram. He  currently  serves  on  several  ACC 
Committees:  Finance  Committee,  chair  of 
the  Committee  on  Infractions  and  Penalties, 
Television  Committee,  the  Men's  Basketball 
Committee,  and  the  Football  Committee. 

Phillips  has  two  children,  John  Dennis 
(28)  and  Sarah-Jane  (25),  and  three  step- 
children, Meagan  (16),  Marshall  (14),  and 
Madison  (12).  His  wife  Tricia  is  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Missouri  School  of  Jour- 
nalism, and  earlier  enjoyed  a  career  in  ath- 
letics and  development.

Tommy  Bowden 


Head  Coach 


When  one  looks  at 
Tommy  Bowden's 
resume,  the  first 
thing  that  comes  to 
mind  is  consistency. 
Clemson's  head 
football  coach  has 
completed  eight 
seasons  as  a  Divi- 
sion I  head  coach, 
and  all  eight  of  his 
teams  have  been 
bowl  eligible  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  regular  season. 

Bowden  has  also  shown  consistency  in  terms 
of  improvement  over  the  course  of  seasons.  In  both 
2003  and  2004,  his  teams  have  won  five  of  its  last 
six  games.  The  2003  team  won  its  last  four,  includ- 
ing wins  over  top-10  teams  Florida  State  and  Ten- 
nessee to  finish  the  year  in  the  top  25  of  both  polls. 

There  has  also  been  consistency  in  terms  of 
success  against  Clemson's  in-state  rival  (South 
Carolina).  The  Tigers  have  won  five  of  the  six  meet- 
ings with  the  Gamecocks  since  Bowden  became 
head  coach  In  1999,  and  the  83.3-percent  winning 
percentage  is  the  best  of  any  Tiger  head  coach  in 
history  against  the  Gamecocks  given  a  minimum  of 
five  games.  He  has  an  average  victory  margin  of 
13.7  points  per  game  in  the  state-rivalry  game,  all 
against  future  Hall  of  Fame  Head  Coach  Lou  Holtz. 

Through  eight  seasons  as  a  Division  I  head 
coach,  Bowden  has  a  62-33  record,  a  65.3-percent 
winning  percentage  that  ranks  10th  among 
winningest  active  coaches.  In  conference  games, 
he  has  never  had  a  sub-. 500  record,  and  his  overall 
conference  record  stands  at  39-21  for  a  65.0-per- 
cent winning  percentage. 

Through  six  years  at  Clemson,  he  has  a  44-29 
mark  and  five  bowl  appearances.  He  has  28  ACC 
wins  as  well.  The  only  program  with  more  ACC  wins 
during  this  time  is  Florida  State.  The  44  overall  vic- 
tories rank  third  in  Clemson  history  in  total  wins.  The 
29-7  victory  over  South  Carolina  in  the  2004  sea- 
son finale  was  not  only  the  600th  win  in  Clemson 
history,  it  moved  Bowden  ahead  of  Hall  of  Fame 
Coach  Jess  Neely  into  third  place  on  Clemson's 
coaching  victories  list.  Only  Frank  Howard  and 
Danny  Ford  are  ahead  of  Bowden. 

Twice  Bowden  has  been  named  ACC  Coach- 
of-the-Year  (1999,03),  joining  Howard,  Charley  Pell, 
and  Ford  as  the  only  two-time  recipients  of  that 
award  in  Tiger  history. 

Consistency  in  his  approach  is  one  reason 
Clemson  went  from  a  1-4  start  to  bowl  eligibility  in 
2004.  It  marked  the  first  time  since  1963  that  a  Ti- 
ger team  had  overcome  such  a  deficit  to  finish  with 
a  winning  season. 

Clemson  played  a  complete  game  at  #10  Mi- 
ami (FL)  on  November  6,  2004  and  defeated  the 
Hurricanes  in  the  Orange  Bowl  by  a  score  of  24-17 
in  overtime.  It  was  the  second  overtime  win  of  the 
season  for  the  Tigers,  who  are  4-0  in  extra-session 
games  under  Bowden  and  an  NCAA  record  5-0  for 
the  history  of  the  program. 

The  win  over  Miami  gave  Bowden  and  the  Ti- 
gers three  wins  over  top-10  programs  in  the  last  13 
games,  something  that  had  been  done  at  Clemson 
just  once  previously  (1981  National  Championship 
team).  All  three  of  those  programs  (Florida  State, 


Tennessee,  Miami)  have  won  the  national  champi- 
onship within  the  last  seven  seasons. 

Over  the  last  two  seasons,  Bowden  has  won 
five  games  over  coaches  who  have  won  the  national 
title  (Bobby  Bowden,  Phillip  Fulmer,  Larry  Coker, 
Holtz  (twice)).  These  big  wins  have  stimulated  in- 
terest in  the  program.  The  Tigers  averaged  nearly 
79,000  fans  per  home  game  in  2004,  the  sixth-high- 
est average  in  Clemson  history.  Clemson  has  ranked 
in  the  top  20  in  home  football  attendance  each  of 
the  six  seasons  Bowden  has  been  at  Clemson. 

With  Clemson's  selection  to  the  2003  Peach 
Bowl,  Bowden  became  the  first  head  coach  in 
Clemson  and  ACC  history  to  take  a  team  to  a  bowl 
game  in  each  of  his  first  five  seasons.  In  fact,  no 
coach  had  ever  done  so  more  than  twice  to  open 
his  career  at  Clemson.  That  is  also  something  that 
prominent  Tiger  predecessors  Neely,  Howard,  Pell, 
Ford,  and  Ken  Hatfield  failed  to  do.  Under  Bowden's 
direction,  Clemson  had  also  appeared  in  the  Peach 
Bowl  in  1999,  the  Gator  Bowl  in  2000,  the  2001  Hu- 
manitarian Bowl,  and  the  2002  Tangerine  Bowl  prior 
to  its  2004  Peach  Bowl  invitation. 

The  2004  Peach  Bowl  appearance  meant  that 
it  was  the  first  time  since  the  senior  class  of  1991 
that  Clemson  went  to  a  bowl  game  five  straight  years. 
Clemson's  red-shirt  seniors  of  2003  were  the  first 
group  he  recruited,  so  it  is  an  indication  of  the  firm 
foundation  his  first  group  set.  In  December  of  2003, 
Bowden  cemented  his  place  at  Clemson  by  signing 
a  seven-year  contract,  which  will  go  through  2010. 

The  2003  season  was  a  breakthrough  year  in 
many  ways.  Clemson  earned  its  highest-ever  win 
over  a  ranked  team  with  a  26-10  victory  over  #3 
Florida  State.  The  Tigers  also  defeated  #24  Virginia 
in  a  thrilling  overtime  game.  The  39-3  win  over  a 
bowl-bound  Georgia  Tech  team  was  Clemson's  larg- 
est victory  margin  in  the  series  since  1900  as  well. 

The  victory  over  Florida  State,  Clemson's  first 
in  1 2  tries  since  the  Seminoles  joined  the  ACC,  was 
the  beginning  of  a  four-game  winning  streak  to  close 
the  season.  In  those  four  games,  Clemson 
outscored  its  opponents  156-48,  an  average  score

of  39-12.  Clemson  defeated  arch-rival  South  Caro- 
lina in  Columbia  by  a  score  of  63-17.  It  was  the 
most  points  ever  scored  by  a  team  in  the  1 01  -game 
series  and  the  Tigers'  largest  victory  margin  in  the 
series  since  1900.  It  was  also  Bowden's  fourth  win 
in  five  tries  against  the  Gamecocks. 

The  season  concluded  with  a  27-14  win  over 
#6  Tennessee,  the  highest-ranked  team  Clemson 
has  defeated  in  a  bowl  game  since  1 981 ,  when  the 
Tigers  defeated  #4  Nebraska  in  the  Orange  Bowl  to 
claim  the  national  championship.  As  a  result, 
Clemson  finished  the  season  with  nine  wins  and  a 
#22  final  national  ranking. 

Off  the  field,  Clemson  has  graduated  nearly 
75  percent  of  its  scholarship  seniors  in  his  six  years. 
In  2003,  Clemson  ranked  #11  in  the  nation,  includ- 
ing second  among  public  institutions,  in  the  NCAA 
graduation-rate  study  for  scholarship  football  signees 
who  entered  Clemson  in  1996.  Clemson  was  first 
in  the  nation  in  graduation  rate  among  African-Ameri- 
cans (100  percent).  Nine  of  Clemson's  current  se- 
niors are  slated  to  graduate  in  December.  Charlie 
Whitehurst  already  has  his  undergraduate  degree. 

The  2002  season  included  victories  over  bowl 
teams  Georgia  Tech  and  Wake  Forest,  and  a  third 
victory  in  four  years  over  arch-rival  South  Carolina. 
Clemson  gained  434  yards  of  total  offense  in  the 
27-20  win  over  the  Gamecocks,  the  most  yards 
against  Lou  Holtz's  defense  all  season. 

The  2001  season  demonstrated  Bowden's  abil- 
ity to  win  in  the  long  run,  as  he  had  the  second- 
youngest  "two-deep"  in  the  ACC.  Thirty-four  of  his 
top  44  players  were  underclassmen.  Only  Duke  had 
a  younger  group  of  top  44  players.  Fourteen  differ- 
ent freshmen  saw  action  in  2001,  including  10  who 
played  in  at  least  10  games. 

Bowden  has  a  record  of  44-29  (.603)  as 
Clemson's  head  coach  and  is  62-33  (.653)  overall. 
He  ranks  1 0th  among  active  Division  I  coaches  on  a 
winning-percentage  basis.  He  has  recorded  that  led- 
ger against  a  difficult  schedule.  His  first  year, 
Clemson's  schedule  was  ranked  in  the  top  10  in  the 
nation.  In  2001,  his  team  defeated  five  teams  that 
finished  the  season  with  a  winning  record,  tied  for 
the  third-highest  single-season  figure  in  school  his- 
tory. One  of  the  wins  was  a  47-44  overtime  triumph 
at  #9  Georgia  Tech.  It  was  the  highest-ranked  road 
win  in  20  years  for  the  program.

Clemson's  schedule  strength  once  again 
ranked  In  the  top  25  by  the  Sagarin  rating. 

When  Bowden  came  to  Clennson  in 
1998,  he  Inherited  a  team  with  a  3-8  record. 
By  late  October  of  2000,  just  14  months  af- 
ter his  first  game,  Clemson  was  ranked  #3  In 
the  nation  In  the  USA  Today  poll  after  an  8- 
0  start.  That  ranking  was  the  highest  for  the 
program  in  16  years.  The  final  #14  ranking 
in  that  same  poll  was  the  highest  final  listing 
for  the  program  since  the  1990  season. 

Bowden's  2000  Clemson  team  was  one 
of  the  most  decorated  in  history.  Six  differ- 
ent Tigers  were  finalists  or  semiflnallst  for  na- 
tional position  awards,  including  linebacker 
Keith  Adams,  who  was  one  of  the  final  three 
finalists  for  the  Butkus  Award. 

Chad  Carson  and  Kyle  Young  were 
both  named  first-team  Academic  All-Amerl- 
cans,  making  Clemson  the  only  Division  l-A 
school  in  the  nation  to  have  a  pair  of  first- 
team  selections.  For  the  second  straight 
year,  the  football  team  had  its  highest  team 
GPAon  record  in  2001  and  a  record  number 
of  ACC  Academic  Honor  Roll  recipients. 
Nineteen  of  the  22  seniors  on  the  2001  team 
earned  their  degrees. 

The  top-six  semester  CPAs  on  record 
have  taken  place  under  his  12-semester 
watch.  Carson  brought  pride  to  the  entire 
University  In  2002  when  he  reached  the  final  stage 
of  the  Rhodes  Scholarship  selection  process,  the 
only  Division  I  football  player  to  hold  that  distinction. 

In  1999,  Bowden  accomplished  a  personal 
milestone  that  no  Clemson  coach  had  attained  since 
1 981 ,  the  year  the  Tigers  won  the  National  Champi-

onship.  He  became  the  first  Clemson  coach  since 
Danny  Ford  to  be  named  ACC  Coach-of-the-Year. 

Bowden  led  the  Tigers  to  a  6-6  record  and  5-3 
mark  in  the  ACC  against  the  nation's  seventh-tough- 
est schedule  according  to  the  Sagarin  rating.  The 
Tigers  finished  tied  for  second  with  Georgia  Tech 
and  Virginia  in  the  final  ACC  standings,  a  six-place 
improvement  over  the  previous  season,  the  great- 
est one-season  jump  in  ACC  history  in  league  play. 

Under  Bowden,  Clemson  continued  its  strong 
defensive  tradition.  With  47  sacks,  Clemson  led  the 
ACC  in  that  category  for  the  second-straight  year, 
and  the  final  total  established  a  school  record.  Three 
players  (Adams  -  15.5,  Carson  -  12.0,  Robert 
Carswell  -  10.8)  all  had  nearly  11  tackles  per  game 
in  1999  to  rank  among  the  top-four  tacklers  in  the 
league.  Clemson  also  led  the  ACC  in  sacks  in  2004. 

Making  strong  improvement  in  his  first  year  with 
a  program  was  nothing  new  for  Bowden.  In  the  two 
seasons  he  was  the  head  coach  at  Tulane,  Bowden 
took  a  team  that  had  been  4-18  in  the  two  years 
previous  to  his  arrival,  and  emotionally  and  numeri- 
cally reversed  the  team's  fortunes  with  an  18-4 
record,  posted  an  11-1  conference  mark,  and  fin- 
ished the  1998  season  ranked  seventh  in  the  nation 
by  both  polls.  Tulane  and  Tennessee  were  the  only 
undefeated  teams  in  college  football  in  1998. 

The  Green  Wave  scored  40  or  more  points  in 
eight  games  in  1 998,  including  each  of  the  last  seven 
games.  In  one  game,  the  Green  Wave  scored  72 
points  and  rolled  up  704  yards  of  total  offense.  They 
converted  52  percent  of  their  third-down  opportuni- 
ties for  the  season  and  had  just  1 1  turnovers  in  over 
800  plays.  The  1998  season  saw  the  program  post 
a  perfect  1 1  -0  regular  season  under  Bowden,  its  first 
perfect  regular  season  since  1 931 .  The  Green  Wave 
won  Conference  USA,  its  first  league  title  since 
Tulane  won  the  SEC  in  1949.  Bowden  was  named 
Conference  USA  Coach-of-the-Year. 


Bowden's  team  ranked  seventh  in  the  fi- 
nal AP  poll  and  was  a  mainstay  in  the  polls 
from  the  third  week  of  the  season  on.  Tulane 
had  not  been  ranked  at  any  time  since  1 979, 
and  had  not  been  ranked  in  a  final  poll  since 
1973.  After  Bowden  accepted  the  job  at 
Clemson,  Tulane  defeated  Brigham  Young 
in  the  Liberty  Bowl,  41-27. 

A  look  to  the  list  of  coaches  who  had  un- 
defeated seasons  in  the  1990s  shows  two 
other  men  named  Bowden.  His  father, 
Florida  State's  Bobby  Bowden,  had  a  per- 
fect regular  season  in  1 996  and  1 999,  while 
his  brother,  Terry,  posted  a  perfect  regular 
season  in  1 993.  Obviously,  the  Bowdens  are 
the  first  family  of  college  coaching  and  this 
"Wonder  Years"  environment  had  a  lot  to  do 
with  Tommy's  decision  to  enter  coaching. 

Tommy  Bowden  began  his  college  foot- 
ball experience  as  a  walk-on  wide  receiver 
at  West  Virginia.  He  played  for  his  father 
between  1 973-75  and  then  for  Frank  Cignetti 
during  the  1976  season. 

As  a  junior,  he  caught  1 5  passes  for  1 89 
yards  and  one  score.  Bowden  remained  at 
West  Virginia  in  1977  and  began  his  coach- 
ing career,  serving  as  a  graduate  assistant 
on  Cignetti's  staff.  His  interest  in  coaching 
only  became  more  intense  after  that  first  year 
as  a  graduate  assistant.  His  father  then  hired 
him  as  a  secondary  coach  at  Florida  State  in  1978. 

In  early  1980,  Bowden  joined  the  staff  at  East 
Carolina,  where  he  coached  for  the  spring-practice 
session.  That  spring,  he  moved  to  Auburn  and 
served  as  the  Tigers'  running  backs  coach  in  1980. 

In  1981,  Bowden  returned  to  Tallahassee  as 
the  tight  ends  coach.  In  two  more  years  at  Florida 
State,  the  Seminoles  posted  a  1 5-8  mark.  The  1 982 
team  ranked  #13  in  the  final  poll,  claimed  a  9-3 
record,  and  won  a  Gator  Bowl  championship. 

From  1983-86,  Bowden  served  under  Steve 
Sloan  at  Duke  as  the  quarterbacks  coach.  He  was 
named  coordinator  in  1 985.  It  was  as  a  Duke  assis- 
tant that  Bowden  made  his  first  trip  to  Death  Valley 
as  a  coach.  Among  the  players  Bowden  tutored  was 
Anthony  Dilweg,  who  went  on  to  the  NFL. 

After  four  years  at  Duke,  Bowden  became  the 
wide  receivers  coach  at  Alabama  under  Bill  Curry. 
It  was  there  that  Bowden  refined  his  offensive  coach- 
ing prowess  under  noted  offensive  mind  Homer 
Smith,  then  the  Tide  offensive  coordinator. 

In  1 990,  he  returned  to  a  coordinator  role,  serv- 
ing Kentucky  as  its  offensive  coordinator  and  wide 
receivers  coach.  That  year,  he  helped  the  Wildcats 
to  their  first  upper  division  SEC  finish  since  1984. 

In  1991,  Bowden  joined  Pat  Dye  at  Auburn. 
He  remained  with  Auburn  for  six  seasons,  his  long- 
est stint  as  a  college  assistant  coach.  During  his 
tenure.  Auburn  had  a  combined  record  of  46-20-2, 
including  a  perfect  11-0  season  in  1993.  Auburn 
had  four  AP  top-25  seasons,  including  a  #4  final 
ranking  in  1993  and  a  #9  final  ranking  in  1994. 

Born  on  July  10,  1954  in  Birmingham,  AL, 
Bowden  is  married  to  the  former  Linda  Joan  White, 
who  he  first  met  when  the  two  were  in  school  to- 
gether at  Morgantown  (WV)  High.  The  couple  has 
two  children,  Ryan  (23),  a  2004  Clemson  graduate 
and  currently  a  law  student  at  Regent  University, 
and  Lauren  (20),  a  junior  at  Clemson.

Clemson  Memorial  Stadium  has  been  held  In 
high  esteem  for  many  years.  Whether  It  be  players 
from  the  1 940s  and  1 950s,  opposing  players  from 
the  1 970s  and  1 980s,  or  even  professional  players 
in  the  1990s,  the  ambiance  of  this  special  setting  is 
what  college  football  Is  all  about. 

The  storied  edifice  added  to  its  legend  when 
the  first  meeting  of  father  and  son  head  coaches 
(Bowden  Bowl  I)  took  place  before  a  sellout  crowd 
of  more  than  86,000  fans  in  1 999.  Clemson  has 
ranked  in  the  top  20  in  the  nation  in  attendance  22 
straight  seasons.  In  2004,  the  streak  continued  when 
Clemson  averaged  nearly  79,000  fans  per  game. 

The  facility's  mystique  is  derived  from  its  many 
traditions,  which  date  to  its  opening  in  1 942,  the  leg- 
endary games  and  players,  and  Clemson's  corre- 


sponding rate  of  success.  Clemson  has  won  227 
games  in  63  years  there  and  has  won  over  71  per- 
cent of  the  contests  (227-88-7).  Thirty-nine  times 
since  1 983,  a  crowd  has  exceeded  80,000. 

The  stadium  has  definitely  been  good  to  the 
Tigers,  but  the  stadium  was  constructed  against  the 
advice  of  at  least  one  Clemson  coach.  Just  before 
Head  Coach  Jess  Neely  left  for  Rice  after  the  1 939 
season,  he  gave  Clemson  a  message. 

"Don't  ever  let  them  talk  you  into  building  a  big 
stadium,"  he  said.  "Put  about  10,000  seats  behind 
the  YMCA.  That's  all  you'll  ever  need". 

Instead  of  following  Coach  Neely's  advice, 
however,  Clemson  officials  decided  to  build  the  new 
stadium  in  a  valley  on  the  western  part  of  campus. 
The  place  would  take  some  clearing-there  were 


many  trees,  but  luckily  there  were  no  hedges. 

The  crews  went  to  work,  clearing,  cutting, 
pouring,  and  forming.  Finally  on  September  19, 
1942,  Memorial  Stadium  opened  with  Clemson 
thrashing  Presbyterian  by  a  score  of  32-13.  Those 
20,000  seats  installed  for  Opening  Day  would  soon 
grow;  and  grow  and  grow. 

When  the  original  part  of  the  stadium  was  built 
in  the  early  40's,  much  of  the  work  was  done  by 
scholarship  athletes,  including  many  football  play- 
ers. The  first  staking  out  of  the  stadium  was  done  by 
two  members  of  the  football  team,  A.N.  Cameron 
and  Hugh  Webb.  Webb  returned  to  Clemson  years 
later  to  be  an  architecture  professor,  and  Cameron 
went  on  to  become  a  civil  engineer  in  Louisiana. 

The  building  of  the  stadium  did  not  proceed 
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without  problems.  One  day  during  the  clearing  of  the 
land,  one  young  player  proudly  announced  that  he 
was  not  allergic  to  poison  oak.  He  then  commenced 
to  attack  the  poison  oak  with  a  swing  blade,  throwing 
the  plants  to  and  fro.  The  next  day,  the  boy  was 
swollen  twice  his  size  and  was  hospitalized. 

There  are  many  other  stories  about  the  sta- 
dium, including  one  that  Frank  Howard  put  a  chew  of 
tobacco  in  each  corner  as  the  concrete  poured. 

Howard  said  that  the  seeding  of  the  grass 
caused  a  few  problems.  "About  40  people  and  I  laid 
sod  on  the  field,"  he  said.  "After  three  weeks,  on  July 
15,  we  had  only  gotten  halfway  through." 

"I  told  them  that  it  had  taken  us  three  weeks  to 
getthat  far,  and  I  would  give  them  three  more  week's 
pay  for  however  long  it  took.  I  also  told  them  we 


would  have  50  gallons  of  ice  cream  when  we  got 
through.  After  that  It  took  them  three  days  to  do  the 
rest  of  the  field.  Then  we  sat  down  in  the  middle  of 
the  field  and  ate  up  that  whole  50  gallons." 

Howard  said  that  on  the  day  of  the  first  game  in 
the  stadium,  "the  gates  were  hung  at  1 :00  and  we 
played  at  2 :00."  But  that  would  be  all  of  the  construc- 
tion for  a  while.  Then  in  1 958, 1 8,000  sideline  seats 
were  added  and  in  1 960, 5,658  west  endzone  seats 
were  added  in  response  to  increasing  attendance. 
With  the  large  endzone,  "Green  Grass"  section,  this 
expansion  increased  capacity  to  53,000. 

Later,  upper  decks  were  added  to  each  side  of 
as  crowds  swelled  -  the  first  in  1 978  and  the  second 
in  '83.  This  increased  capacity  to  over  80,000,  which 
makes  it  one  of  the  largest  on-campus  stadiums. 


The  effect  spiraling  inflation  has  had  in  this 
century  can  be  dramatically  seen  in  the  differences 
in  stadium  construction.  The  original  part  of  the 
stadium  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $1 25,000  or  at  $6.25  a 
seat.  The  newest  upper  deck  was  finished  in  1983 
at  a  cost  of  $13.5  million,  or  $866  a  seat. 

Through  the  years.  Memorial  Stadium  has 
become  known  as  "Death  Valley."  It  was  tagged  this 
by  the  late  Presbyterian  coach,  Lonnie  (^/IcMillan. 
After  bringing  his  P.C.  teams  to  Clemson  for  years 
and  getting  whipped,  McMillan  said  the  place  was 
like  Death  Valley.  A  few  years  later  the  name  stuck. 

In  1974,  the  playing  surface  was  named  Frank 
Howard  Field  for  the  legendary  coach  because  of  his 
long  service  and  dedication  to  the  University. 

Luckily,  the  stadium  wasn't  built  behind  th^j| 
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Running  Down  The  Hill 

'The  Most  Exciting  25  Seconds  in  College  Football" 


What  has  been  described  as,  "the  most 
exciting  25  seconds  in  college  football  from  a 
color  and  pageantry  standpoint,"  actually 
started  out  as  a  matter-of-fact  entrance, 
mainly  because  of  necessity. 

The  first  20,000  seats  in  Memorial  Sta- 
dium were  built  and  ready  for  use  before  the 
1 942  season,  less  than  a  year  after  Pearl  Har- 
bor was  bombed  and  the  United  States  was 
drawn  into  World  War  II. 

The  shortest  entry  into  the  stadium  was 
a  short  walk  down  Williamson  Road  from  Fike 
Fieldhouse's  dressing  rooms  to  a  gate  at  the 
top  of  the  Hill,  which  is  located  behind  the  east 
endzone.  There  were  no  dressing  facilities  in 
the  west  endzone  -  there  was  only  a  big  clock 
where  the  hands  turned  and  a  scoreboard, 
which  was  operated  by  hand. 

The  team  would  dress  at  Fike,  walk 
down  Williamson  Road,  come  in  the  gate  un- 
derneath where  the  big  scoreboard  now 
stands  and  jog  down  the  Hill  for  its  warm-up 
exercises.  There  was  no  fanfare,  no  cannon 
shot  fired,  no  Tiger  Paw  flag,  no  Tiger  Rag 
played... just  the  team  making  its  entrance  and 
lining  up  to  do  the  side-straddle  hop. 

That's  pretty  much  the  way  things  went 
for  the  next  25  years. 

Either  in  1964  or  1965,  S.C.  Jones,  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1919,  made  a  trip  to 
California.  He  stopped  at  a  spot  in  Death  Val- 
ley, CA  and  picked  up  this  white  flint  rock.  He 
presented  it  to  Coach  Frank  Howard  as  be- 
ing from  Death  Valley,  CA  to  Death  Valley, 
South  Carolina." 

The  rock  laid  on  the  floor  in  Howard's 
office  in  Fike  Fieldhouse  for  years.  One  day, 
he  was  cleaning  up  his  office  and  he  told  Gene 
Wiilimon,  who  was  executive  secretary  of 
IPTAY,  to  "take  this  rock  and  throw  it  over  the 
fence,  or  out  in  the  ditch. ..do  something  with 
It,  but  get  it  out  of  my  office!" 

Wiilimon  didn't  think  that  was  the  way  a 
rock  should  be  treated.  After  all,  it  had  been 
brought  3,000  miles  by  a  very  sincere  Tiger 
fan. 

By  the  mid-1960s,  Memorial  Stadium 
was  pretty  well  living  up  to  its  moniker.  Death 
Valley,  because  of  the  number  of  victories  that 
had  been  recorded  there.  Actually,  the  name 
was  first  used  by  the  late  Lonnie  McMililan, 
head  coach  at  Presbyterian  College  in  Clinton 
in  the  1940s. 

McMillian  and  the  other  Blue  Hose 
coaches  before  him  used  to  open  the  season 
each  year  by  coming  to  Clemson.  Seldom 
scoring  (24  shutouts  in  39  games)  and  with 
only  three  wins  and  four  ties  to  show  for  it,  his 
teams  were  getting  killed  by  the  Tigers  regu- 
larly. In  1948,  McMillian  made  the  comment 
to  the  press  that  he  was  taking  his  team  to 
play  Clemson  In  Death  Valley. 

An  occasional  reference  to  Memorial 
stadium  by  that  name  could  be  heard  for  the 
next  three  or  four  years,  but  when  Howard 
started  calling  it  "Death  Valley"  in  the  1950s, 
the  name  took  off  like  wildfire.  The  Tigers  cel- 
ebrated the  50th  season  in  the  "Valley  in  1 991 . 
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But  getting  back  to  Howard's  Rock. 
The  rock  was  mounted  on  a  pedestal  at 
the  top  of  the  Hill.  It  was  unveiled  September 
24, 1 966,  on  a  day  when  Clemson  played  Vir- 
ginia. The  Tigers  were  down  1 8  points  with 
1 7  minutes  to  play  and  came  back  to  win  (40- 
35)  on  a  65-yard  pass  play  from  Jimmy 
Addison  to  Jacky  Jackson  In  the  fourth  pe- 
riod. That  was  quite  a  spectacular  debut  for 
that  rock. 

The  team  members  started  rubbing  the 
rock  prior  to  running  down  the  Hill  September 
23,  1967,  a  day  when  Clemson  defeated 
Wake  Forest,  23-6.  Prior  to  running  down  the 
Hill  that  day,  Howard  told  his  players;  "If  you're 
going  to  give  me  110  percent,  you  can  rub 
that  rock.  If  you're  not,  keep  your  filthy  hands 
off  it."  Howard  told  of  the  Incident  the  next  day 
on  his  Sunday  television  show  and  and  the 
story  became  legend. 

When  Hootle  Ingram  succeeded 
Howard  as  head  coach  prior  to  the  1 970  sea- 
son, Ingram  decided  that  the  team  would 
make  its  final  entrance  on  the  field  out  of  the 
dressing  room  In  the  west  endzone.  In  all 
home  games  in  1 970  and  1 971  and  the  first 
four  games  of  1 972  when  the  Tigers  did  not 
run  down  the  Hill,  their  combined  record  was 
6-9.  The  team  decided  It  wanted  to  come 
down  the  Hill  once  prior  to  the  South  Carolina 
game  in  1 972.  The  result,  In  a  cold,  freezing 
rain,  was  a  7-6  victory  when  Jimmy  Williamson 
knocked  down  a  two-point  conversion  attempt 
which  preserved  the  win. 

The  Tigers  have  made  the  entrance  for 
every  home  game  since  1 942,  except  for  the 
seasons  mentioned  above  -  307  times  head- 
ing Into  the  2005  season. 

After  final  warmups,  the  team  goes  back 
Into  Its  dressing  room  under  the  west  endzone 
stands  for  final  game  Instructions.  About  1 0 
minutes  before  kickoff,  the  team  boards  two 
buses,  rides  around  behind  the  north  stands 
to  the  east  endzone,  and  debarks  to  the  top 
of  the  Hill  behind  Howard's  Rock. 

At  the  appointed  time,  the  cannon 
booms  and  led  by  a  high-flying  Tiger  Paw  flag, 
the  band  forms  two  lines  for  the  team  to  run 
between  and  strikes  up  "Tiger  Rag". ..the 
frenzy  starts  In  all  sincerity  and  usually  lasts 
for  three  hours. 

It  Is  a  tradition  that  has  inspired  Clemson 
players  for  many  years.

As  a  child,  Furr  and  his  father  enjoyed  playing 
football  together.  His  dad  was  a  punter  in  high 
school,  so  their  backyard  became  a  practice  field  in 
preparing  him  for  his  future  on  the  gridiron. 

"My  mom  always  wanted  me  to  be  a  kicker  so 
I  wouldn't  get  hit,  but  I  was  the  opposite,  and  I  liked 
to  play  wide  receiver  and  have  contact  with  players. 
But,  I  guess  it  all  panned  out  how  she  wanted  it." 

Furr's  career  began  at  Lakeland  (FL)  High 
School,  where  he  played  football  on  the  junior  var- 
sity team  as  a  freshman  wide  receiver.  As  a  sopho- 
more, Furr  began  kicking  while  also  playing  wide 
receiver.  For  the  duration  of  his  junior  year,  he  gave 
up  football  and  joined  a  traveling  soccer  team. 

"Soccer  had  always  been  a  passion  of  mine," 
said  Furr. 

He  lettered  three  times  while  in  high  school, 
and  was  selected  all-state  and  all-county  during  his 
career. 

Heading  into  his  senior  year  of  high  school. 
Bill  Castle,  the  head  football  coach,  came  to  him 
asking  if  he  would  reconsider  football  and  kick  for 
the  team  one  last  season.  He  considered  this  an 
honor  and  united  with  the  team. 

"I  really  missed  playing  football  and  I  knew  I 
had  a  lot  that  I  could  contribute,"  said  Furr. 

His  most  memorable  high  school  moment 
came  during  the  state  playoffs.  Lakeland  High  was

up  against  rival  Chamberlain  High  School.  Furr 
kicked  a  47-yard  field  goal  and  had  seven  punts  for 
an  average  of  45  yards. 

"I  was  different  from  most  high  school  kickers 
in  that  I  didn't  like  to  kick  off  a  tee,"  stated  Furr.  "I 
kicked  off  the  ground,  which  many  people  thought 
was  unusual." 

While  thinking  of  college  options,  Furr  had  the 
added  pressure  to  attend  Florida.  It  was  in  his  roots. 
His  family  had  always  instilled  the  "Gator  pride"  in 
him  since  early  childhood. 

"My  whole  family  attended  Florida,  including 
my  parents,  grandparents,  two  older  sisters,  aunts, 
uncles,  and  cousins,"  admitted  #48. 

He  did  not  want  to  disappoint  his 
family  for  not  becoming  a  "Gator 
but  that  was  not  the  path  he 
wanted  to  take. 

Furr  wanted  to  take  another 
route.  His  best  friend  was  con- 
sidering attending  Clemson,  so 
Furr  began  looking  at  what  the 
school  had  to  offer. 

"The  civil  engineering  pro- 
gram was  one  of  the  best,  so  that 
really  helped  me  lean  towards 
attending  Clemson,"  said  Furr. 

He  never  thought  about 
playing  collegiate  football  during 
the  decision  process.  All  he  was 
hoping  for  was  a  higher  education 
and  attending  a  school  that  would 
provide  him  with  these  attributes. 

One  day,  Furr's  high  school 
coach  pulled  him  into  his  office  and 
told  him  that  he  believed  he  may 
have  the  opportunity  to  play  foot- 
ball at  a  higher  level  than  just  high 
school.  "I  was  really  shocked  when 
'coach'  shared  his  expectations,  be- 
cause I  did  not  have  any  aspirations 
of  playing  sports  again,"  said  Furr. 

Furr  and  his  coach  pieced  to- 
gether a  highlight  tape  of  his  high 
school  career.  He  sent  these  tapes 
to  several  schools,  including  Florida, 
Georgia  Tech,  and  Clemson. 

One  afternoon,  he  received  a  letter  in  the 
mail  from  Assistant  Coach  Jack  Hines  telling  Furr 
to  contact  him  to  let  him  know  if  he  was  going  to 
attend  Clemson.  "After  receiving  the  letter  from 
Coach  Hines,  I  had  a  feeling  that  I  had  the  best 
chance  to  play  here,"  said  Furr. 

So,  he  tried  out  for  the  team  when  he  arrived. 
"I  went  out  there  and  kicked  my  best,"  said  Furr. 
"Words  can't  describe  how  excited  I  was  when  I  got 
that  call  back  that  I  had  made  the  team." 

He  described  his  life  as  a  walk-on  rough  at  first. 
"You  have  to  work  hard  and  give  it  all  you  have  to 
try  to  get  your  chances  when  they  come,"  said 
Furr.  "You  can't  go  out  there  and  not  kick 
well  for  the  first  couple  of  times  when  you 
are  a  walk-on,  because  it  is  hit  or  miss." 

Furr  got  his  chance  to  start  during  the  2002 
season,  when  he  handled  all  the  kickoff  duties  in  his 
first  year  on  the  team.  His  most  memorable  mo- 
ment came  during  that  season  at  the  Florida  State 
game  in  Tallahassee.  It  was  an  atypical  on-side  kick 
that  Clemson  recovered.  It  was  a  "bloop  kick"  just 


behind  the  first  line  of  the  return  team,  allowing  J.J. 
McKelvey  to  catch  the  kick  in  mid-air  just  before  it 
went  out  of  bounds.  The  Tigers  scored  a  touch- 
down after  he  had  executed  the  first  successful  on- 
side  kick  for  Clemson  since  1979. 

"We  saw  it  on  film  and  practiced  it  all  week, 
and  we  were  hitting  it  every  time  in  practice,"  said 
Furr.  "I  was  real  consistent  executing  it,  so  I  had 
confidence  to  do  it.  I  knew  I  had  to  give  J.J.  McKelvey 
a  chance  to  be  able  to  make  a  play  on  the  ball.  I 
knew  I  couldn't  kick  it  out  of  bounds,  or  too  short,  or 
too  far.  I  had  my  steps  pretty  much  down,  and  I  felt 
confident  that  I  could  get  it  done." 

In  2004,  Furr  was  Clemson 's  starting  kicker  for 
three  games  and  made  two  crucial  field  goals  in 
the  overtime  victory  against  Wake  Forest.  One 
was  his  career-long  field  goal  of  42  yards. 
He  also  booted  a  field  goal  in  the  first  over- 
time that  forced  the  game  into  a  second 
overtime.  Clemson  then  scored  the  game- 
winning  touchdown  in  the  second  overtime. 

The  next  week  against 
Georgia  Tech,  he  hit  a  37- 
yard  field  goal  and  was 
3-3  on  extra  points. 

Furr  also  excels  in 
the  classroom  as  a  civil 
engineermg  major. 
He  was  the  winner 
of  the  highest 
GPA  award 
among  the  se- 
niors (aca- 
demically) on 
the  2004  Ti- 
ger team.  He 
is  also  consis- 
tently on  the 
Dean's  List,  and 
also  made  the 
ACC  Academic 
Honor  Roll  in  each 
of  his  last  three 
years.   His  grades 
and  awards  illustrate 
his  hard  work  ethic.   He  at- 
tributes his  success  in  the 
classroom  to  his  parents. 
"They  make  me  work  hard 
and  encourage  me  to  do  my 
best,"  said  Furr. 

Furr  will  graduate  on  Decem- 
ber 22  of  this  year.  After  gradua- 
tion, he  wants  to  attend  gradu- 
ate school  for  civil  engineering 
structures. 

"My  ideal  job  is  to  design 
buildings  or  bridges  since  it  is 
something  that  I  have  dreamed 
about  doing  all  my  life. 

"I  will  take  many  memories 
with  me  after  I  leave  Clemson.  I  will 
never  forget  running  down  the  Hill,  the 
atmosphere  on  gameday,  the  fans,  win- 
ning big  games,  the  unity  of  the  team, 
and  always  having  85  friends  around."

Important  NCAA  Terms 
Academic  Credentials  -  A  prospect  should  check 
with  his  high  school  guidance  office  to  see  if  he  is 
taking  classes  that  will  meet  NCAA  eligibility 
standards.  A  prospect  should  do  this  early  -  prior  to 
his  sophomore  year  -  and  keep  track  of  core  courses. 
A  prospect  will  need  to  take  either  the  ACT  or  SAT 
for  NCAA  certification. 

Contact  -  NCAA  rules  define  a  contact  as  a  face- 
to-face  interaction  with  a  prospect  and/or  his  parents 
off  Clemson's  campus  by  a  coach.  The  NCAA  sets 
a  contact  period  for  football  prospects  from  late 
November  through  the  end  of  January.  That  is  the 
only  time  coaches  can  meet  with  a  prospect  away 
from  the  Clemson  campus. 

Core  Courses  -  Courses  at  a  prospect's  high  school 
that  are  considered  college  preparatory.  For  the 
class  entering  Clemson  in  2006,  14  core  courses 
are  required,  including  four  in  English,  two  in  math, 
two  in  science,  one  additional  from  English,  math, 
or  science,  two  social  sciences,  and  three  additional 
courses.  For  the  class  entering  Clemson  in  2008, 
16  core  courses  are  required,  including  four  in 
English,  three  in  math,  two  in  science,  one  additional 
from  English,  math,  or  science,  two  social  sciences, 
and  four  additional  courses.

Evaluation  -  In  April  and  May  of  a  prospect's  junior 
year,  coaches  will  come  to  a  prospect's  high  school, 
and  review  his  athletic  and  academic  credentials  with 
his  coach.  In  the  fall,  they  may  watch  a  prospect 
compete  one  time,  but  they  will  not  have  any  contact. 

Home  Visit  -  During  the  contact  period,  a  senior 
prospect  may  invite  college  coaches  to  his  home  to 
meet  his  parents,  and  to  talk  in  detail  about  the 
football  program  and  academic  offerings  at  any 
college  the  prospect  is  considering. 

Receiving  Mail  -  When  a  prospect  Is  in  the  ninth 
and  1 0th  grades,  NCAA  rules  allow  Clemson  to  mail 
a  questionnaire,  NCAA  educational  information,  and 
a  summer-camp  brochure  to  a  prospect.  After 
September  1  of  the  prospect's  junior  year,  coaches 
can  provide  a  prospect  with  the  following:  write 
personalized  letters,  send  a  media  guide  and  copies 
of  newspaper  articles,  and  a  schedule  card.  A 
prospect  can  receive  a  football  game  program  when 
he  visits  the  Clemson  University  campus. 

Recruiting  -  A  term  used  to  describe  the  process 
of  acquainting  a  prospect  with  a  college  and  the 
coaches  of  that  college,  who  are  striving  to  learn 
more  about  a  prospect.  Only  coaches  can  recruit  - 
no  one  else  is  permitted  to  persuade  a  prospect  to 
play  sports  at  a  particular  college. 

Prospect  -  Any  student  who  has  entered  the  ninth 
grade.  Once  a  person  becomes  a  prospect,  NCAA 
rules  define  how  college  coaches  can  interact  with 
that  prospect. 

Telephone  -  Clemson  football  coaches  can  call  a 
prospect  once  in  May  of  the  prospect's  junior  year. 
After  September  1  of  a  prospect's  senior  year,  a 
coach  can  call  a  prospect  once  a  week.  A  prospect 
can  expect  unlimited  calls  during  the  contact  period, 
before  his  official  visit  and  once  the  prospect  has 
signed  a  National  Letter  of  Intent. 

Frequently  Asked  Questions 
•  Are  a  prospect's  parents  invited  for  an  official 
visit?  Yes.  NCAA  rules  allow  a  school  to  provide 
lodging  and  meals  for  parents  or  legal  guardians 
who  accompany  their  child.  However,  NCAA  rules 
do  not  allow  schools  to  provide  transportation  for 
parents  unless  they  drive  with  their  son.

Can  a  prospect  visit  Clemson  anytime  during 
his  high  school  career?  Yes.  A  prospect  can 
have  his  high  school  coach  call  Tiger  coaches  to 
set  up  an  unofficial  visit.  He  can  attend  a  football 
game  and  talk  with  Tiger  coaches,  and  it  does  not 
count  as  a  contact  when  it  is  on  Clemson's  campus. 
There  are  times  a  prospect  cannot  visit  -  NCAA 
rules  refer  to  them  as  "dead  periods,"  and  coaches 
will  not  schedule  to  meet  with  a  prospect  during 
that  time  period. 

Can  IPTAY  members  help  recruit  me?  No 

NCAA  rules  are  clear;  only  Clemson  coaches  can 
telephone,  contact,  and  evaluate  a  prospect.  Only 
college  coaches  can  offer  unofficial/official  visits. 

Is  the  prospect's  high  school  coach  invited  for 
an  official  visit?  NCAA  rules  are  such  that  high 
school  coaches  may  not  be  provided  any  expenses 
for  official  visits. 

What  is  a  National  Letter  of  Intent  (NLI)?  It  is  a 

contract;  a  prospect  and  his  parents  sign  a  promise 
that  the  prospect  will  attend  a  particular  college. 
In  return,  that  college  promises  a  prospect  financial 
aid.  A  prospect  signs  it  during  his  senior  year  (in 
February  for  football).  Once  the  prospect  signs  It, 
he  cannot  be  recruited  by  any  other  school,  and  it 
is  a  binding  contract  for  the  prospect's  first  year  in 
college  at  the  school  that  provides  the  national 
letter  of  intent. 

•What  is  IPTAY?  IPTAY  is  an  organization  of 
Clemson  fans.  It  has  over  23,000  members.  It 
generates  financial  support  for  the  athletic 
department,  and  it  is  the  best  in  the  country! 

•  What  is  an  official  visit?  A  prospect  can  take 
five  official  visits,  which  are  expense-paid.  Before 
the  visit,  the  prospect  must  present  a  high  school 
transcript  and  proof  of  an  SAT,  ACT  PACT,  or  PSAT 
test.  Official  visit  invitations  are  extended  by  Tiger 
coaches  only.  Official  visits  may  not  occur  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  class  of  the  prospect's  senior  year 
in  high  school. 

'  What  is  the  NCAA  Clearinghouse?   It  is  the 

agency  that  certifies  a  prospect's  eligibility  for 
NCAA  Division  I  and  Division  II.  A  prospect  should 
register  with  the  NCAA  Clearinghouse  at  the  end 
of  his  junior  year  in  high  school.  Applications  are 
available  in  the  prospect's  guidance  office.  Cost 
is  $32.

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One  of  the  most  important  facilities  on  the 
Clemson  athletic  landscape  is  the  strength  training 
facility.  Located  in  the  Jervey  Athletic  Center,  it  has 
continued  to  keep  up  with  one  of  the  most  progres- 
sive areas  in  college  sports.  Head  Strength  Train- 
ing Coach  Joey  Batson,  who  is  in  his  ninth  year  as 
the  director,  makes  sure  Clemson  student-athletes 
in  all  sports  are  ready  for  competition  physically. 

In  the  summer  of  2004,  he  oversaw  a  third  ma- 
jor facility  enhancement.  When  he  came  to 
Clemson,  the  facility  covered  1 1 ,000  square  feet.  It 
has  continued  to  grow  and  now  covers  nearly  1 5,000 
square  feet.  It  is  one  of  the  most  modern  all-around 
facilities  in  the  country.

The  plush  atmosphere  provides  an  interesting 
contrast  to  the  physical  exertion  that  takes  place 


within  the  facility.  When 
a  Tiger  student-athlete 
enters  the  etched-glass 
doors,  he  is  greeted  by 
nearly  $700,000  worth 
state-of-the-art  equip- 
ment. 

The  eight  plasma 
televisions  are  posi- 
tioned throughout  the 
facility  and  are  used  for 
training  and  instruction, 
as  strength  coaches  film 
athletes  and  work  with 
them  on  their  form. 

Clemson  has  a 
staff  of  five  full-time 
strength  coaches  along 
with  four  graduate  assis- 
tant coaches,  and  nu- 
merous student  assis- 
tant coaches  who  en- 
sure a  Tiger  football 
player  receives  as  much 
individual  attention  as 
possible.  Training  pro- 
grams are  position  spe- 
cific, and  are  designed 
to  meet  the  specific 
needs  of  each  student-athlete.

LatJker  Room  &  Player  Lounge 
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When  Clemson's  football  players  returned  to 
campus  for  the  second  session  of  summer  school 
of  2004,  they  reported  to  a  new  football  locker  room 
and  player  lounge  area  within  the  Jervey  Athletic 
Center.  The  4,200-square-foot  facility  has  all  the 
modern  conveniences,  including  a  player  lounge  that 
includes  seven  plasma  televisions  and  four  computer 
work  stations.  The  lounge  also  features  murals  that 
document  Clemson's  greatest  players,  greatest  vic- 
tories, and  prominent  former  players  who  have  gone 
on  to  the  NFL. 

The  following  is  a  rundown  of  the  some  of  the 
features  of  Clemson's  new  lounge  and  locker  room 
area: 

•  The  locker  room  area  is  divided  into  eight  sections, 
with  the  lockers  corresponding  to  each  player's  uni- 
form number.  There  are  115  lockers  in  all.  Each 
section  of  the  locker  room  is  highlighted  by  a  logo 
and  picture  of  historical  significance  from  a  bowl 
game  Clemson  has  played  in.  Each  section  also 
features  large  interchangeable  action  photos  of  re- 
cent Clemson  players. 

•  Each  player  has  a  new  mahogany  locker  that  fea- 
tures a  helmet  storage  area  and  a  storage  com- 
partment below  a  padded  seat.  There  is  also  a 
private  lock  box  for  personal  items. 


•  Each  locker  features  a  large  Tiger  Paw  that  intro- 
duces the  helmet  storage  area  and  a  personalized 
name  plate. 

•  The  lounge  area  features  seven  plasma  televisions, 
complete  with  split-screen  capabilities.  All  are  tied 
to  a  central  video  hub.  The  television  area  also 
contains  an  Academic  Hall  of  Fame,  complete  with 
photographs  and  accomplishments  of  Clemson's 
academic  Ail-Americans  and  award  winners. 

•  The  lounge  also  features  four  computer  work  sta- 
tions to  enhance  communications  capabilities  with 
professors  or  advisors  at  Vickery  Hall. 

•  One  wall  of  the  lounge  contains  a  complete  list  (by 
team)  of  every  former  Tiger  who  has  played  in  an 
NFL  game.  Another  wall  is  a  mural  of  Clemson's 
All-Century  team  (chosen  in  1996  in  conjunction 
with  the  100th  year  of  Clemson  football). 

•  The  entrance  is  dominated  by  a  30'x9'  picture  of 
Death  Valley  taken  at  night  from  Howard's  Rock. 

•  The  locker  room  and  lounge  areas  also  feature  pic- 
tures from  Clemson's  13  ACC  Championship 
teams  and  the  1 981  National  Championship  team. 

•  The  back  of  the  locker  room,  which  has  a  new  exit 
to  the  practice  field,  features  a  picture  of  Clemson 
players  running  down  the  Hill  and  rubbing  Howard's 
Rock.  It  is  the  last  image  seen  by  each  Clemson 
player  as  he  heads  to  the  practice  field.

2006  Clemson  Opponents 


Clemson  will  play  road  games  In  major  markets  Boston  and  Philadelphia  in 
addition  to  having  ACC  road  trips  to  Florida  State,  Virginia  Tech,  and  Wake  Forest 
according  to  the  list  of  opponents  the  Tigers  will  play  in  2006. 

Clemson  only  announced  the  list  of  opponents  and  game  sites  it  will  play  in 
the  2006  season.  The  dates  of  all  games  will  be  determined  and  released  in  January 
of  2006. 

Clemson  and  the  other  1 1 8  Division  I  teams  will  play  1 2  regular-season  games  in 
2006.  The  Tigers  non-conference  foesinclude  South  Carolina,  LouisianaTech,  Temple, 
and  Florida  Atlantic.  All  but  the  Temple  game  will  be  played  in  Clemson  Memorial 
Stadium. 

The  Tigers  will  play  ACC  home  games  against  Georgia  Tech,  Maryland,  N.C. 
State,  and  North  Carolina  in  2006,  while  league  road  games  will  be  at  Boston  College, 
Florida  State,  Virginia  Tech.  and  Wake  Forest. 

Florida  Atlantic,  who  finished  with  a  9-3  record  under  Howard  Schnellenberger 
in  2004,  will  come  to  Clemson  for  the  first  time  ever.  Schnellenberger  coached  Miami 
(FL)  to  the  1 983  National  Championship.  Louisiana  Tech  will  travel  to  Clemson  for  the 
second  time.  Clemson  hasa2-0  lifetime  record  against  LouisianaTech,  a49-24  victory 
in  the  Humanitarian  Bowl  to  close  the  2001  season,  then  a  33-1 3  win  at  Clemson  in 
the  second  game  of  the  2002  season. 

Clemson  and  Temple  begin  a  three-year  series  in  2005  when  the  Owls  come 
to  Clemson  on  October  22.  The  two  teams  will  meet  in  Philadelphia,  PA  at  Lincoln 
Financial  Field,  the  home  of  the  Philadelphia  Eagles,  in  2006. 

North  Carolina  returns  to  Clemson's  schedule  for  the  first  time  since  2003  when 
theTigers  won  a  thrilling  36-28  game  in  Death  Valley  It  will  be  the  only  game  between 
Clemson  and  North  Carolina  between  2004  and  2009. 

The  Tigers  travel  to  Wake  Forest  in  2006,  the  second  consecutive  year  Clemson 
will  play  in  Winston-Salem,  NC.  Clemson  plays  at  Wake  Forest  this  year  on  October 
1 .  When  Clemson  plays  at  Boston  College  in  2006,  it  will  be  Clemson's  first  trip  to 
Boston  since  the  1 983  season,  when  the  Tigers  suffered  their  only  loss  of  the  year  to 
a  Doug  Flutie  led  Eagle  team. 

Clemson  will  not  play  ACC  teams  Virginia,  Duke,  or  Miami  (FL)  in  2006.

#33  Matt  Forbush 
S  •  Kingsport,  TN 

A  senior  from  Kingsport, 
TN,  Matt  Forbush  walked 
on  to  tine  Tiger  football 
team  prior  to  the  2004 
season.  At  Dobyns- 
Bennett  High  School, 
Forbush  played  safety, 
cornerback,  and  wide  re- 
ceiver. He  then  went  to 
Wofford  College  in  Spartanburg,  SC  before  trans- 
ferring to  Clemson. 

"I  knew  that  I  wanted  to  play  at  a  big-time  pro- 
gram," he  recalled.  "I  sent  out  film  and  later  found 
out  I  could  walk  on  if  I  transferred  here  to  Clemson." 

Forbush  bided  his  time  as  a  reserve  in  2004 
before  challenging  for  playing  time  on  the  special 
teams  in  2005.  He  found  a  spot  on  the  punt-block 
team,  and  played  for  the  first  time  in  the  game  at 
Wake  Forest  on  October  1 .  He  also  played  against 
Duke  last  weekend. 

"That  was  probably  my  biggest  memory  at 
Clemson  so  far,"  reflected  Forbush.  "After  playing 
in  the  Wake  Forest  game,  I  will  also  remember  set- 
ting the  hang-clean  record  in  the  weight  room  for 
the  skill  positions." 

Like  many  walk-ons,  Forbush  has  had  to  stay 
patient  while  continuing  to  work  hard  without  know- 
ing when  his  number  may  be  called.  He  says  he 
has  learned  a  lot  in  his  time  at  Clemson,  even  if  his 
time  has  been  brief. 

"The  work  ethic  and  discipline  that  I  have 
learned  is  something  I  will  take  from  my  experience," 
admitted  Forbush.  "Most  importantly,  though,  is  the 
friends  I  have  made  on  the  team  that  I  would  have 
never  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  if  it  weren't  for 
the  sport  of  football.  The  only  thing  I  would  change 
is  that  I  would  have  come  to  Clemson  right  out  of 
high  school." 

Forbush  credits  his  parents  as  being  his  role 
models.  "My  mom  Mary  and  my  stepfather  Al,  as 
well  as  my  dad  Alan  and  stepmother  Rachel  have 
all  helped  me  out,  and  I  wouldn't  be  here  without 
them,"  said  Forbush. 

Forbush  is  a  business  management  major  and 
plans  to  graduate  in  July  of  2006  with  an  emphasis 
in  entrepreneurship.  As  far  as  his  plans  after  gradu- 
ation, Forbush  said,  "I  hope  to  get  a  job  managing  a 
small  business  for  a  few  years  right  after  college. 
Within  2-3  years,  I  hope  to  be  the  owner  of  a  busi- 
ness, hopefully  a  franchise."

QB  •  Darlington,  SC 

Rush  Lowther,  a  reserve 
quarterback  for  the  Ti- 
gers, always  dreamed  of 
donning  the  orange  and 
white  at  Clemson.  "I 
used  to  come  to  games 
as  a  little  kid  and  tell  my 
parents  and  grandpar- 
ents that  one  day  I  would 
run  down  that  Hill  just  like  the  Tigers  do,"  smiled 
Lowther. 

A  senior  from  Darlington,  SC,  Lowther  walked 
on  to  the  football  team  in  2002.  His  most  memo- 
rable moment  came  in  Death  Valley,  and  proved  that 


there  are  great  moments  that  do  not  occur  in  front 
of  80,000  fans. 

"During  spring  practice  two  years  ago,  I  got  a 
good  bit  of  playing  time  in  one  of  the  scrimmages," 
explained  Lowther.  "We  were  able  to  drive  down 
the  field  and  I  scored  a  touchdown,  diving  over  the 
pylon  in  the  endzone." 

Lowther  is  majoring  in  business  management 
and  plans  to  graduate  in  December  of  2006.  After 
leaving  Tigertown,  Lowther  has  an  idea  of  what  he 
wants  to  do. 

"I'd  like  to  have  my  own  business  one  day  and 
live  close  to  Hilton  Head,"  said  Lowther.  "I  also  plan 
to  come  back  to  Clemson  as  much  as  possible  to 
see  my  Tigers  run  down  that  Hill  again." 

The  football  life  of  a  walk-on  is  often  a  tough 
one,  but  Lowther  will  take  away  a  lot  from  his 
Clemson  football  experience.  "I  thought  initially  that 
I  would  take  away  bowl  rings  and  other  material 
things,  but  I  have  to  say  the  biggest  thing  I  learned 
is  how  you  are  supposed  to  treat  people,"  Lowther 
said.

Also,  I 
have  learned  that  sometimes  you  may  think  no  one 
is  watching  your  effort  or  paying  attention  to  you, 
but  they  are." 

Lowther  says  he  would  not  have  to  think  twice 
about  going  through  his  experience  as  a  walk-on 
again,  and  is  very  thankful  to  his  family.  "I  have  the 
best  fans  in  the  world,"  remarked  Lowther.  "My  dad 
Phil,  my  mother  Cathy,  and  my  brother  Dow.  They 
are  very  supportive,  and  I  could  not  have  done  it 
without  them.  They  drive  four  hours  every  game  to 
come  and  see  me."

WR  •  Dillon,  SC 

A  senior  from  Dillon,  SC, 
Duncan  McLaurin  has 
been  a  walk-on  wide  re- 
ceiver for  Clemson  since 
2002.  He  played  for  the 
first  time  in  the  35-6  win 
over  Utah  State  in  2004, 
and  saw  action  in 
Clemson's  37-7  victory 
over  Temple  earlier  in  the  2005  season. 

McLaurin  has  enjoyed  his  time  as  a  walk-on, 
and  has  been  one  of  Clemson's  hardest  workers 
over  the  past  four  seasons.  "As  a  walk-on,  I've 
learned  the  importance  of  perseverance  and  humil- 
ity," explained  McLaurin.  "I  have  made  life-long 
friends  and  been  impacted  by  a  lot  of  special  people, 
such  as  my  position  coach.  Coach  (Dabo)  Swinney 
The  most  significant  thing  that  I  will  take  away  from 
my  experience  is  a  deeper  love  for  Clemson  Uni- 
versity." 

A  life-long  Clemson  fan,  McLaurin  has  had 
quite  a  support  staff  during  his  days  as  a  Tiger.  "I 
was  born  and  raised  to  love  Clemson  through  its 
football  traditions,  and  I  always  had  aspirations  of 
running  down  the  Hill,"  recalled  McLaurin.  "My  fam- 
ily, roommates,  high  school  coaches,  and  high  school 
teammate  Derrick  Hamilton  have  all  had  a  big  influ- 
ence on  me  pursuing  my  goal." 

A  sociology  major,  McLaurin  plans  to  gradu- 
ate in  December  of  2006.

DT  •  Katy,  TX 

David  Schlink  found  his 
way  to  Clemson  from 
Katy,  TX,  a  suburb  of 
Houston.  An  offensive 
lineman  at  James  E.  Tay- 
lor High  School,  Schlink 
walked  on  to  the 
Clemson  football  team  in 
2004,  and  now  plays  as 
a  defensive  lineman. 

Schlink  transferred  to  Clemson  after  playing 
at  the  Division  III  level  out  of  high  school,  and  after 
one  year  at  Clemson,  he  decided  to  give  football 
another  shot.  "I  wanted  to  prove  to  myself  that  I 
could  play  football  at  a  Division  I  school,"  explained 
Schlink.  "After  one  year  in  Division  111,1  lost  my  drive 
for  the  sport.  I  was  here  for  one  year  before  I  de- 
cided that  I  wanted  to  see  if  I  could  play  football 
again." 

Schlink  lists  playing  for  the  first  time  against 
Temple  as  a  highlight  so  far,  as  well  as  the  season- 
opening  win  over  Texas  A&M,  as  any  Tiger  from 
Texas  would.  "This  experience  as  a  walk-on  has 
made  me  feel  like  anything  is  possible,"  said  Schlink. 
"I  made  a  goal  for  myself  to  make  the  team  here, 
and  I  worked  hard  to  achieve  it. 

"I  also  made  a  goal  to  get  into  a  game,  and  I 
was  thankful  to  do  that.  It  has  been  a  lot  of  hard 
work,  many  hours  in  the  weight  room,  morning  work- 
outs that  end  before  the  sun  is  up,  two-a-days  in  the 
heat  when  we  are  the  only  people  on  campus,  and 
practices  that  seem  to  never  end.  However,  when  I 
leave  here,  I  will  know  that  I  can  accomplish  any- 
thing I  want  to  in  life." 

Schlink  is  a  sport  management  major  and  plans 
to  graduate  in  either  May  or  August  of  2006.  As  far 
as  after  his  days  at  Clemson,  Schlink  stated,  "I  plan 
to  look  for  a  job  that  I  want  to  wake  up  and  go  to 
every  single  day.  Hopefully,  I  will  be  successful 
enough  to  be  able  to  support  my  family  the  way  that 
they  have  supported  me  through  this  entire  experi- 
ence." 

Schlink  also  said  the  fan  support  at  Clemson 
has  been  second-to-none.

James  Farr 
1 980-83 

A  starter  on  the  offensive 
line  on  Clemson's  1981 
National  Championship 
team,  James  Farr  played 
^W"^  in  45  straight  games  as 
™pH^-  ^  Tiger.  He  was  named 

^      ^^^H    a  permanent  co-captain 
^^^1    of  the  1983  team,  and 
won  the  ACC  Jacobs 
Blocking  Trophy  that  season. 

Farr  was  named  AII-ACC  in  1983,  and  was  an 
honorable  mention  All-American  by  Football  News. 
The  Tigers  were  36-7-2  in  the  games  in  which  he 
played,  including  a  30-2-2  mark  when  he  started. 
Farr  was  a  starter  in  the  Blue-Gray  All-Star  game, 
as  well  as  a  starter  in  the  East-West  Shrine  game. 

Today,  Farr  lives  in  Cartersville,  GA  and  works 
for  the  Fildeco  Products  Company.  His  Italy-based 
company  sells  excursion  machinery  and  spare  parts 
that  help  make  the  fiber  that  goes  into  carpet.  He 
has  been  with  the  company  for  10  years. 

Farr  has  been  married  to  his  wife  Trish  since 
1992.  He  has  a  son  Jamie  (16),  and  two  stepchil- 
dren, Krystal  (22)  and  Benji  (17).  James  and  Trish 
also  have  a  granddaughter,  Payton.  Farr  was  the 
coach  of  Jamie  and  Benji's  junior  league  baseball 
team  in  2002  that  won  the  Junior  League  World 
Series  in  Taylor,  Ml.  The  championship  game  was 
televised  by  espn2.  Junior  league  Is  for  13-14  year- 
olds  and  is  the  next  step  past  Little  League. 

Playing  high  school  football  for  Thomson  (GA) 
High  School,  Farr  pointed  to  the  games  he  played 
against  Georgia  as  his  most  memorable.  "Beating 
Georgia  in  1981  was  a  great  game  for  all  of  us." 
said  Farr,  who  was  a  sophomore  that  year.  "Also 
during  1981,  the  game  at  North  Carolina  was  very 
important,  because  both  teams  were  very-highly 
ranked.  That  was  a  special  day  for  our  team.  The 
Tar  Heels  had  a  lot  of  talent  on  their  defense,  and 
so  did  we.  It  was  a  typical,  hard-hitting  game." 

The  Tigers  won  that  game  10-8  on  the  way  to 
the  National  Championship.  It  was  the  first  meeting 
of  top-1 0  ACC  teams  in  league  history.  Farr  and  his 
teammates  will  celebrate  the  25th  anniversary  of 
their  championship  run  in  2006.  He  looks  forward 
to  seeing  his  former  teammates  again,  and  has  been 
able  to  stay  in  touch  with  some  of  them,  particularly 
Andy  Cheatham  and  Reid  Ingle.

Dextra  Polite 
1997-99 

A  defensive  back  from 
1997-99,  Dextra  Polite 
was  an  important  part  of 
Clemson's  1 999  defense 
that  helped  the  Tigers 
earn  a  Peach  Bowl  berth 
in  Tommy  Bowden's  first 
season.  Polite  started  all 
12  games  that  year  at 
cornerback,  and  intercepted  four  passes.  In  addi- 
tion. Polite  broke  up  17  passes,  giving  him  a  record 
21  passes  defended.  Tye  Hill  tied  the  record  in  2004. 

Polite  was  named  the  ACC  Defensive  Back- 
of-the-Week  twice  that  season,  and  received  Sec- 
ond-Team AII-ACC  honors.  His  interception  in  the 
fourth  quarter  at  Wake  Forest  was  an  important  play 
in  helping  the  Tigers  to  a  12-3  win. 

Currently,  Polite  coaches  at  Colquitt  County 
High  School  in  Moultrie,  GA.  He  coaches  the  sec- 
ondary, and  coaches  basketball  and  track  as  well. 
This  is  his  fourth  year  teaching  in  the  Colquitt  County 
School  system.  A  former  Colquitt  County  Packer 
himself.  Polite  helped  his  team  earn  a  playoff  berth 
in  2005  while  playing  in  arguably  the  toughest  re- 
gion of  high  school  football  in  Georgia. 

Before  returning  to  his  hometown.  Polite  spent 
time  in  the  Arena  Football  League  as  well  as  the 
Canadian  Football  League.  He  played  for  the  Michi- 
gan Rampage  of  the  AFL,  and  the  Calgary  Stam- 
pede of  the  CFL. 

Polite  had  a  knack  for  making  big  plays  In  big 
games,  as  was  the  case  during  much  of  the  1999 
season.  He  had  an  interception  of  Ronald  Curry  in 
Clemson's  31-20  win  over  North  Carolina,  as  well 
as  a  pick  of  future  Heisman  Trophy  Winner  Chris 
Weinke  in  Bowden  Bowl  I. 

"The  first  Bowden  Bowl  game  is  one  that  I  will 
never  forget,"  recalled  Polite.  "There  was  so  much 
hype  surrounding  that  game,  and  to  play  in  the  first 
father  vs.  son  game  was  exciting.  The  North  Caro- 
lina game  that  season  also  stands  out  in  my  mind 
as  a  big  game,  because  they  were  a  talented  team 
and  it  was  a  big  win  for  us  early  in  the  season." 

Polite  enjoyed  his  time  at  Clemson  very  much, 
and  hopes  to  be  at  today's  game  against  Florida 
State.  "My  experience  at  Clemson  was  great,  and  I 
got  to  meet  a  lot  of  very  good  people.  It  gave  me  a 
chance  to  have  an  experience  away  from  home,  and 
to  make  lifelong  friendships  like  I've  made  with  Terry 
Jolly,  David  Evans,  and  Charles  Hafley." 


David  Treadwell 
1 985-87 

Clemson  fans  will  never 
forget  the  Georgia 
games  of  1 986  and  1 987, 
and  neither  will  David 
Treadwell.  The  Tigers 
entered  the  1986  game 
with  an  0-1  record,  as 
they  faced  the  heavily- 
favored  Bulldogs  in  Ath- 
ens. As  they  did  so  often  in  the  1 980s,  the  two  teams 
engaged  in  a  battle  that  went  back  and  forth  until 
the  final  few  minutes.  This  time,  Clemson  had  the 
ball  In  the  final  minute,  with  the  score  tied  28-28. 

"Coach  (Danny)  Ford  looked  at  me  and  asked 
if  I  could  make  a  long  kick,"  remembered  Treadwell. 
'1  said,  'yes,  sir,  I  can  make  it'." 

Make  it  he  did.  Treadwell  hit  a  46-yard  field 
goal  as  time  expired  to  give  Clemson  a  31  -28  win. 

"It  was  just  time  for  me  to  come  out  and  do  my 
job,"  said  Treadwell.  "I  remember  my  holder  Todd 
Schonar  saying  'good,  good,  good!'  while  the  ball 
was  still  in  the  air.  I  kept  on  looking  the  whole  time 
just  to  make  sure." 

The  next  year  against  Georgia,  Treadwell  had 
another  shot  to  break  the  Bulldogs'  hearts.  Georgia 
led  Clemson  in  Death  Valley  20-18  with  less  than 
five  minutes  remaining.  The  Tigers,  who  were  out 
of  timeouts,  rode  the  running  of  Terry  Allen  and 
Wesley  McFadden  down  to  the  Bulldog  five. 
Treadwell  came  on  and  booted  a  21 -yard  kick  with 
two  seconds  left,  and  Tiger  fans  in  Memorial 
Stadium  rejoiced  as  Clemson  won  21-20. 

"I  remember  the  week  before  the  1987  game 
telling  reporters  that  the  scenario  (of  1986)  could 
never  happen  again,"  said  Treadwell.  "Oddly 
enough,  it  happened  that  very  week.  I  list  those 
games  as  my  favorite  memories,  with  1986  being 
1A,  and  1987  IB." 

Today,  Treadwell  lives  in  Denver,  CO  and  works 
in  real  estate  development.  "We  take  vacant  lots 
and  then  go  through  the  entitlement  process,"  said 
Treadwell.  "We  call  ourselves  'dirt  guys,'  because 
we  essentially  take  vacant  lots  of  dirt  and  sell  them." 

After  playing  professionally  for  the  Broncos  and 
Giants,  Treadwell  graduated  from  University  of  Den- 
ver Law  School  in  1996,  and  has  lived  in  Denver 
since  1989.  He  and  his  wife  Lisa  have  three  chil- 
dren. Their  twin  boys,  Reece  and  Connor,  are  four, 
and  their  daughter  Reilly  is  two.

S006  Season  Preview

Omaha.  It  is  the  word  that  drives  Jack  Leggett, 
who  has  been  at  the  helm  of  Clemson's  baseball 
program  for  the  past  12  seasons.  And  with  their 
three-year  absence  from  Omaha  and  the  College 
World  Series,  Leggett  and  the  Tigers  have  the  "prom- 
ised land"  in  their  sights  in  2006. 

"Our  goals  are  always  the  same. ..we  want  to 
get  to  Omaha  to  play  in  the  College  World  Series 
and  win  the  national  championship,"  said  Leggett. 
"Obviously,  along  the  way  we  have  to  take  care  of 
business  in  the  conference,  and  try  to  win  the  regu- 
lar-season and  tournament  titles.  Every  game  is 
important,  and  we  want  to  position  ourselves  to  play 
host  to  NCAA  Regionals  and  Super  Regionals." 

Leggett's  reasons  for  excitement  are  many. 
Clemson  returns  all  eight  position  players  in  the  field 
from  last  year's  team  that  came  one  game  away 
from  a  trip  to  Omaha.  The  pitching  staff  also  has 
many  veteran  starters  and  relievers  returning. 

"We  have  a  strong  nucleus  coming  back  this 
year  after  a  season  where  we  finished  very  strong," 
stated  Leggett.  "We  will  miss  Kris  Harvey,  who  had 
an  ACC-best  25  home  runs,  but  every  other  starter 
returns  a  year  better  and  we  have  some  great  sup- 
port players  that  fit  within  the  team  framework. 

"Offensively,  we  will  have  an  exciting  team. 
Along  with  having  all  of  our  starters  back  in  the  field, 
the  new  players  have  a  good  grasp  of  how  we  want 
to  play  and  how  aggressive  we  must  be  on  the  bases. 

"Defensively,  I  think  we  will  be  a  very  sound 
team.  The  team  chemistry  is  good,  and  I  like  how 
our  work  ethic  has  come  along  in  the  fall.  The  play- 
ers worked  extremely  hard,  and  they  are  very  hun- 
gry and  motivated  to  get  us  back  to  Omaha." 

For  Clemson  to  increase  their  total  of  19 
straight  NCAA  Tourney  appearances,  tied  for  the 
third-longest  streak  in  NCAA  history,  it  will  need  solid 
seasons  from  righties  Josh  Cribb,  Stephen  Paris, 
and  Jason  Berken,  three  of  several  veteran  Tigers 
on  the  mound  that  will  vie  for  weekend  starting  roles. 

Cribb,  the  only  five-year  player  on  the  2006 
squad,  was  dominant  the  second  half  of  2005,  which 
included  back-to-back  wins  over  Miami  (FL).  Cribb 
also  has  a  career  3.65  ERA,  while  his  walks  per  nine 
innings  pitched  mark  (2.08)  and 
strikeout-to-walk  ratio  (3.87)  both 
rank  second  in  Clemson  history. 

Faris,  a  junior,  was  the  Ti- 
gers' predominant  Friday  starter 
in  2005  thanks  to  his  competitive 
spirit.  The  Second-Team  All- 
ACC  selection's  2.60  ERA  was 
sixth-best  in  the  ACC,  and  he 
added  79  strikeouts  against  only 
25  walks  In  97.0  innings  pitched 
in  2005.  Berken,  a  junior  who 
had  a  2.90  ERA  and  9-3  record 
from  2003-04,  missed  last  year 
after  rehabbing  his  arm  after  hav- 
ing "Tommy  John"  surgery. 

Sophomore  righty  David 
Kopp  pitched  In  crucial  situations 
as  a  freshman  when  he  had  a  4- 
3  record  and  4.61  ERA  in  22  out- 
ings. Kopp  along  with  sopho- 
more righty  P.J.  Zocchi  have  a 
chance  to  be  starters  as  well.

Junior  righty  Stephen  Clyne  and  his  sharp- 
breaking  slider  will  be  an  asset,  as  he  was  the  Ti- 
gers' closer  for  parts  of  2005.  Righthanders  Drew 
Fiorenza  (senior)  and  Chris  Howard  (sophomore) 
also  return  with  experience  out  of  the  bullpen. 

Among  southpaws,  sophomore  Daniel  Moskos 
made  21  relief  outings  in  2005  and  will  be  counted 
on  in  the  bullpen  as  one  of  just  three  healthy  lefties 
on  the  2006  team.  The  other  two  include  freshmen 
Alex  Martin  and  Ryan  Hinson. 

Junior  righthander  Sean  Clark,  who  red-shirted 
last  year  due  to  injury,  will  also  compete  for  innings 
out  of  the  bullpen.  However,  two  lefthanders  who 
were  slated  to  play  key  roles  will  miss  2006  with 
arm  injuries.  Red-shirt  freshman  William  Bond  and 
sophomore  Chris  Fidrych  had  "Tommy  John"  sur- 
gery and  hope  to  be  back  at  full  strength  in  2007. 

Juniors  Chris  Allen  and  Steve  Richard,  along 
with  freshman  Matt  Vaughn  are  three  righty  new- 
comers to  the  staff.  Richard  transferred  from  Maine, 
where  he  had  a  13-3  record  and  2.49  ERA  in  170.0 
innings  pitched  over  two  seasons. 

In  the  field,  96  percent  of  the  starts  by  position 
players  (excluding  DH)  a  season  ago  were  made  by 
Tigers  who  are  back  for  the  2006  season. 

Senior  catcher  Adrian  Casanova  returns  with 
his  outstanding  receiving  and  defensive  capabilities, 
along  with  his  late-season  hitting  surge.  Sophomore 
Doug  Hogan  and  freshman  Alex  Burg  will  compete 
for  the  backup  spot  behind  the  plate. 

All  four  starting  infielders  are  back,  led  by  Tay- 
lor Harbin.  The  sophomore  second  baseman  was 
one  of  Clemson's  most  heralded  freshmen  in  his- 
tory when  he  was  a  Collegiate  Baseball  Second- 
Team  Ail-American,  the  first  Tiger  freshman  in  his- 
tory to  earn  All-America  honors.  He  hit  .343  with  an 
ACC-best  28  doubles,  10  homers,  and  63  RBIs  to 
also  earn  First-Team  AII-ACC  honors. 

Sophomore  shortstop  Stan  Widmann  had  a 
solid  freshman  season  when  he  hit  .289  and  showed 
a  strong  arm  in  starting  all  66  games.  Senior  third- 
baseman  Herman  Demmink  joins  Widmann  on  the 
left  side  of  the  infield.  Demmink  is  a  veteran  of  138 
starts  and  is  a  career  .318  hitter. 

Junior  first-baseman  Andy  D'Alessio  has  the 
potential  to  post  big  power  numbers  after  hitting  15 
long  balls  in  2005.  He  also  had 
60  RBIs  on  only  58  hits,  30  of 
which  went  for  extra  bases.  He 
was  named  Clemson  Regional 
MVP  thanks  to  going  7-for-9  with 
four  doubles  and  a  homer  to  lead 
the  Tigers  to  the  regional  title. 

Senior  Ben  Hall  will  compete 
for  the  starting  DH  spot  after 
coming  up  with  several  clutch 
plays  last  year.  Juniors  John 
Ingram  and  Tanner  Leggett  also 
have  a  chance  to  contribute. 

A  pair  of  Smiths  (Jameson 
and  Marquez)  are  two  newcom- 
ers who  will  vie  for  playing  time. 
Jameson,  a  freshman,  can  play 
most  infield  spots  along  with 
catcher,  while  Marquez  is  a 
transfer  who  posted  big  numbers 
at  the  junior  college  level.

Colvin,  sophomore  Brad  Chalk,

2005-06  Season  Preview

Heading  into  tier  eigtith  season  as  tiead  coacti 
of  thie  Clemson  rowing  program,  Susie  Lueck  is  more 
optimistic  thian  ever  before  concerning  tier  team's 
ctiances  to  advance  to  ttie  NCAA  Ctiamplonships 
in  May  of  2006. 

"Thie  program  is  making  strides  eacti  year," 
Lueck  said.  "Wittiin  the  team,  we  try  to  recognize 
each  accomplishment  that  takes  us  closer  to  our  goal 
of  racing  at  the  NCAA  Rowing  Championships." 

Lueck's  optimism  is  not  without  reason.  The 
spring  of  2005  brought  about  many  firsts  for  the  pro- 
gram. Clemson  not  only  continued  to  find  success 
on  the  regional  level,  but  also  had  a  national  impact 
as  well.  Never  was  that  more  evident  than  in  April, 
when  the  Tigers  traveled  to  California  to  take  part  in 
the  reputable  Windermere  Crew  Classic.  In  that 
event,  Clemson's  novice  8+  crew  defeated  nation- 
ally-respected Washington  in  a  one-on-one  race  for 
the  first  time  in  Tiger  history.  The  win  was  even 
sweeter  for  Lueck,  who  earned  her  degree  from 
Washington. 

Clemson  will  look  to  build  upon  momentum 
from  that  event  and  the  ACC  Championships,  where 
the  novice  8+  defeated  nationally-ranked  Virginia  for 
the  first  time  ever  in  the  conference  regatta.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  event,  Lueck  was  named  2005 
ACC  Coach-of-the-Year,  making  it  the  second  time 
she  has  earned  such  an  honor  in  her  career.  The 
Tigers  concluded  the  spring  with  a  1 0th-place  finish 
(third  in  the  South  Region)  at  the  Central/South 
Sprints  in  May  at  Oak  Ridge,  TN. 

Returning  for  the  Tigers  this  season  are  2005 
Second-Team  All-South  Region  coxswain  Liz 
Giannini  along  with  AII-ACC  rowers  Liz  Averyt  and 
Sarah  Cooper.  A  native  of  Jacksonville,  FL,  Giannini 
coxed  the  varsity  8+  as  a  freshman.  She  will  not  be 
alone  as  a  returnee  at  the  coxswain  position,  which 
is  responsible  for  motivating  the  rowers  and  steer- 
ing the  boat.  Joining  her  as  re- 
turning lettenwinners  are  Abbey 
Fernandez,  who  coxed  the  nov- 
ice 8-1-  to  a  nearly  perfect  spring 
as  a  freshman,  and  Meghan 
McCleskey,  who  has  experi- 
ence in  all  boats  at  Clemson 
during  her  three  years  in 
Tigertown.  Kristin  Karfgin  also 
returns  after  leading  the  second 
novice  8-1-  to  a  second-place  fin- 
ish at  the  regionals. 

Averyt  and  Cooper  rowed 
with  the  varsity  8-t-  for  the  entire 
spring  season,  and  will  be 
joined  this  year  by  Suzanne  Van 
Fleet  and  Lizzy  Jennings,  who 
also  saw  action  last  spring  with 
the  Tigers' top  boat.  Also  return- 
ing after  gaining  a  wealth  of 
positive  experience  in  the  nov- 
ice 8-1-  boat  are  expected  con- 
tributors Blair  Brendle,  Krista 
Gregan,  Ford  Heiner,  Lindsay 
Sheppard,  and  Sierra  Wait. 
Five  rowers  from  last  year's 
second  varsity  8+  that  com- 
peted at  regionals  return  as 
well.

The  fall  season  has  prepared  the  team  for  the 
difficulty  the  spring  schedule  will  present.  Lueck  has 
gotten  a  good  gauge  of  the  team's  chemistry  and 
overall  speed  to  this  point. 

"I  know  that  our  team  speed  is  getting  faster 
each  day,"  Lueck  said.  "The  team  is  committed  to 
working  hard  and  making  daily  improvements." 

The  Tigers  began  the  fall  of  2005  by  sweeping 
four  races  over  the  Clemson  University  Rowing  As- 
sociation and  Georgia  in  the  Tail  of  the  Tiger,  which 
took  place  October  1  on  Lake  Hartwell.  Then, 
Clemson  took  part  in  the  Chattanooga  Head  Race 
with  region-foe  Tennessee.  The  Tigers  swept  both 
novice  races  in  that  event.  Clemson's  latest  com- 
petition came  at  the  esteemed  Head  of  the  Charles 
Regatta,  where  the  Tigers  claimed  a  19th  position 
out  of  47  boats  entered  in  the  three-mile  Champion- 
ship 8-1-.  Clemson's  fall  racing  will  conclude  Novem- 
ber 13  at  the  Rivanna  Romp  in  Charlottesville,  VA. 

"The  varsity  8+  performed  very  well  in  Boston 
at  the  Head  of  the  Charles,"  Lueck  said.  "I  was  very 
pleased  with  the  race  and  the  results.  Overall,  the 
team  has  good  results  so  far  this  year.  We  had  solid 
races  against  Tennessee  at  the  Chattanooga  Head 
Race  as  well." 

In  addition  to  the  optimism  stemming  from  last 
year's  momentum  and  the  success  this  fall,  Lueck 
and  her  staff  have  welcomed  an  extremely  large 
group  of  newcomers  into  the  program  in  2005-06. 

"The  class  of  2009  brings  a  lot  of  experience, 
athletic  talent,  and  emotion,"  Lueck  stated.  "Their 
contribution  to  the  program  will  be  defined  by  how 
they  learn  to  gel  as  a  team,  to  embrace  an  unself- 
ish, team  player  attitude,  and  rise  to  the  challenges 
they  face." 

The  coaching  staff  for  2005-06  features  a  fa- 
miliar face  and  a  pair  of  fresh  faces.  Kelly  Lynch, 
who  has  been  with  Lueck  since  the  inception  of  the 
program  in  1998,  was  named  South  Region  Assis- 
tant Coach-of-the-Year  in  2005  for  the  third  consecu- 
tive spring.  Lynch  has  been  in- 
strumental in  the  success  of  the 
novice  program,  in  particular  the 
last  couple  of  spring  seasons 
when  the  novice  S-i-  made  noise 
on  the  national  scene. 

"Kelly  has  done  an  incredible 
job  working  with  the  novice  pro- 
gram," Lueck  said.  "She  has  a 
real  talent  for  teaching  the  ba- 
sic mechanics  of  rowing  in  a 
simple,  understandable  way. 
She  helps  the  freshmen  priori- 
tize and  organize  their  time.  We 
are  blessed  to  have  her  as  such 
a  permanent  fixture  on  the 
coaching  staff." 

Joining  Lueck  and  Lynch  this 
season  are  a  pair  of  sisters, 
Becca  and  Sarah  Brinker.  Both 
are  graduates  of  Ohio  State. 
Becca  is  the  assistant  coach  in 
charge  of  recruiting  and  coach- 
ing the  varsity  4+,  while  Sarah 
will  handle  the  day-to-day  tasks 
as  the  program's  director  of  op- 
erations. Becca  rowed  and  was 
an  undergraduate  student 
coach  for  the  nationally-ranked

Buckeyes,  and  helped  their  varsity  4+  to  a  fourth- 
place  showing  at  the  NCAA  Rowing  Championships 
in  2003.  Current  Tigers  will  also  benefit  from  the 
addition  of  former  letterwinners  Ashlee  Brown  and 
Robin  Mescher  as  undergraduate  student  coaches. 

The  spring  schedule  presents  a  number  of 
home  events,  as  well  as  challenging,  nationally-re- 
spected regattas  outside  of  Clemson.  The  Tigers 
will  play  host  to  Eastern  Michigan,  Boston  College, 
and  Central  Florida  in  separate  regattas  on  Lake 
Hartwell  in  March  and  April.  The  Tigers  will  also 
play  host  to  the  Clemson  Challenge  on  March  18,  a 
regatta  featuring  Indiana,  Marist,  and  Purdue.  In 
addition,  Clemson  will  compete  with  Stanford,  UCLA, 
and  Washington  State  at  Redwood  Shores,  CAfrom 
April  14-15.  The  ACC  Championships,  which  will 
take  place  at  Clemson  for  the  third  consecutive  year, 
is  set  for  April  22. 

"We  have  a  great  spring  schedule,"  Lueck  said. 
"The  advantage  of  mild  Southeastern  weather  com- 
bined with  a  fully-buoyed,  six-lane  racecourse,  is  that 
we  can  have  our  first  five  races  at  home.  The  trip  to 
Stanford  will  be  good  because  of  the  nationally- 
ranked  competition  on  a  beautiful  racecourse  with 
fair  racing  conditions." 

Perhaps  the  greatest  achievement  Lueck  and 
the  rowing  program  can  continue  to  point  to  is  the 
academic  success  of  the  student-athletes  who  com- 
pete for  Clemson.  Tiger  rowers  not  only  earn  their 
degrees,  but  also  boast  academic  credentials  that 
do  not  go  unnoticed  by  the  Collegiate  Rowing 
Coaches  Association  (CRCA). 

This  past  May,  the  Tigers  were  represented 
with  three  rowers  as  National  Scholar  Athletes,  in- 
cluding 2005-06  senior  nursing  major  Kristen 
Weinacker.  Academics  is  the  foundation  of  what 
the  program  was  built  upon,  something  Lueck  and 
her  staff  continue  to  stress  to  all  who  come  through 
the  program. 

"The  rowing  team  is  committed  to  academic 
success,"  Lueck  explained.  "Excelling  in  the  class- 
room has  always  been  a  goal  of  the  team.  They 
use  positive  peer  pressure  to  encourage  studying. 
The  time  management  skill  necessary  for  academic 
success  correlates  to  athletic  success  as  well." 

As  the  program  continues  to  grow,  it  is  not  sur- 
prising to  see  Clemson's  emergence  in  both  the  re- 
gional and  national  level.  It  is  the  commitment  of 
the  student-athletes,  coaches,  and  staff  that  will  help 
the  2005-06  squad  toward  the  ultimate  team 
accomplishment  -  a  berth  in  the  NCAA  Rowing 
Championships.

20a5-06  Season  Preview

Clemson  golf  Head  Coach  Larry  Penley  and 
Tiger  football  Head  Coacfi  Tommy  Bowden  fiave 
something  in  common.  They  both  will  rely  heavily 
on  the  performance  of  freshmen  during  this  aca- 
demic year. 

Bowden  played  1 8  first-year  or  red-shirt  fresh- 
men within  the  first  four  games  of  the  2005  season, 
including  10  who  participated  on  scrimmage  plays 
on  defense.  Penley  has  five  first-year  freshmen  on 
his  roster,  the  largest  freshman  class  in  his  22  years 
as  Clemson's  coach.  Two  played  in  the  fall,  and 
more  could  see  playing  time  in  the  spring  season. 

"I  am  counting  on  freshmen  -  right  now,  this 
year,"  said  Penley,  who  has  not  played  multiple  first- 
year  freshmen  in  the  same  year  since  John  Engler 
and  Lucas  Glover  were  first-year  players  in  1997- 
98.  "They  are  going  to  be  very  involved." 

By  Clemson  standards,  the  Tigers  had  a  dis- 
appointing 2004-05  season.  The  team  did  make 
the  NCAA  Tournament,  but  failed  to  reach  the  na- 
tional portion  of  postseason  play  for  the  first  time 
since  1981 ,  and  the  first  time  since  Penley  became 
head  coach  in  the  1983-84  season. 

In  addition  to  five  new  freshmen,  Penley  has 
added  an  assistant  coach  in  former  Furman  star  Jor- 
dan Byrd,  the  brother  of  former  Tiger  Ail-American 
and  current  PGA  Tour  player  Jonathan  Byrd.  He  is 
the  first  assistant  for  the  Tiger  program  since  Penley 
was  an  assistant  under  Bobby  Robinson  in  1983. 

"The  biggest  challenge  that  Jordan  and  I  have 
this  season  is  establishing  some  leaders,  and  mak- 
ing sure  that  what  happened  last  year 
doesn't  happen  again,"  said  Penley. 
"We've  got  to  get  a  lot  tougher.  I  think 
this  year's  team  is  going  to  be  as  tal- 
ented as  any  we've  had  in  a  while,  and 
that's  saying  a  lot. 

"We  have  three  seniors,  and  I  have 
confidence  in  all  of  them.  Stephen  Poole 
and  Martin  Catalioto  had  great  sum- 
mers, and  Brian  Duncan  had  a  top-20 
finish  in  his  first  tournament  of  the  fall 
this  year." 

Poole  is  a  red-shirt  senior  from 
Spartanburg,  SC  who  had  a  75. 1 7  stroke 
average  last  year,  fourth  best  on  the 
team.  But,  he  finished  strong  with  a 
three-under  par  210  score  at  the  NCAA 
East  Regional  in  Nashville,  the  best  per- 
formance among  Tigers,  while  he  was 
also  1 8th  overall  in  the  field.  He  contin- 
ued that  fine  play  this  fall  with  a  72.17 
stroke  average  through  the  first  two  tour- 
naments, best  on  the  team.  That  in- 
cludes a  top  10  at  Isleworth  Collegiate 
in  Florida  against  a  field  that  included 
14  of  the  top  25  teams  in  the  nation. 

"I  am  counting  on  Stephen  Poole 
to  be  our  stabilizer  and  our  leader.  He 
has  the  temperament  and  the  work  hab- 
its to  do  that.  Nobody  outworks 
Stephen.  He's  usually  the  first  one  at 
practice,  and  most  of  the  time  he's  the 
last  one  to  leave.  He  does  everything 
above  and  beyond  what  Jordan  and  I 
ask  him  to  do,  and  that's  what  a  leader 
is  supposed  to  do." 


Duncan  had  a  74.14  stroke  average  last  year, 
third  best  on  the  team  and  best  among  returning 
players.  The  native  of  Greenville,  SC  is  the  only 
returning  Tiger  who  played  in  a  tournament  during 
Clemson's  run  to  the  national  championship  in  2003, 
He  played  in  all  12  events  last  year  and  had  three 
top-11  finishes,  including  a  third  place  at  the  sea- 
son-opening Ridges  Tournament.  He  finished  18th 
at  Isleworth  against  that  strong  field  a  few  weeks 
ago.  He  was  actually  in  third  place  with  six  holes  to 
play  until  strong  winds  forced  everyone's  score  up- 
ward. 

Catalioto  is  a  third  senior  in  the  Clemson  team 
who  figures  to  see  significant  playing  time.  The  na- 
tive of  New  Jersey  is  a  veteran  of  17  tournaments 
entering  this  year,  including  his  freshman  year  in 
2001-02  when  he  was  a  starter  on  a  team  that  fin- 
ished third  in  the  nation.  He  got  is  senior  season  off 
to  a  good  start  with  a  212  score  at  the  Jerry  Pate 
Invitational,  tied  for  1 4th  in  the  field  and  best  among 
Tiger  golfers. 

Tanner  Ervin  is  a  sophomore  who  played  in 
five  events  last  year.  He  had  a  strong  summer  that 
included  qualification  for  the  U.S.  Amateur.  Like 
Catalioto,  Ervin  shot  a  21 2  at  the  Jerry  Pate,  includ- 
ing a  career-best  66  in  the  first  round.  Ervin  played 
in  five  events  last  year,  including  the  ACC  Tourna- 
ment and  NCAA  East  Regional. 

Nick  Biershenk,  a  former  South  Carolina  Ama- 
teur match-play  champion,  will  also  be  in  the  mix. 
He  played  in  two  events  last  year  as  a  sophomore. 
He  is  the  brother  of  former  Tiger  Tommy  Biershenk, 
who  is  a  veteran  of  the  PGA  Tour.

The  remaining  players  on  the  Clemson  roster 
are  all  first-year  freshmen.  "My  first  task  is  to  get 
them  (the  freshmen)  in  there  and  see  what  they  can 
do  -  get  them  suited  to  college  golf  and  see  what  it's 
all  about,"  said  Penley.  "Once  they  get  comfortable, 
they're  going  to  be  great  players.  It's  just  a  matter 
of  getting  to  that  confidence  level. 

"Like  all  freshmen,  they're  probably  a  little  un- 
sure right  now  about  what  college  golf  is  all  about 
and  the  level  of  competition.  But  once  they  gain 
some  confidence  and  realize  how  good  they  are, 
there's  a  lot  of  great  golf  to  be  played  by  these  five 
kids." 

Two  of  the  incoming  freshmen  are  AJGA  Ail- 
Americans.  David  May  has  been  ranked  as  the  #1 
junior  in  the  country  as  a  youth.  He  was  a  three- 
time  Ail-American  and  a  four-time  all-state  player 
from  Auburn,  NY.  Luke  Hopkins,  a  native  of  Greer, 
SC,  joined  May  on  the  AJGA  All-America 
team  in  2005,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Canon  Cup's  East  team. 

Phillip  Mollica  IS  another  local  prod- 
uct, having  played  at  TL.  Hanna  High 
School  in  Anderson,  SC.  He  won  the 
2003  Jay  Haas  Award  as  the  top  junior 
golfer  in  the  state,  and  is  a  two-time  win- 
ner of  the  Southern  Cross.  Mollica  shot 
a  solid  220  in  his  first  collegiate  tourna- 
ment at  the  Jerry  Pate  Invitational. 

Ben  Martin  and  Vince  Hatfield  are 
two  more  first-year  freshmen  in  the  mix. 
Martin  qualified  for  the  last  two  U.S.  Jun- 
ior Amateurs,  finished  sixth  at  the  2005 
Palmetto  Amateur,  and  tied  for  11th  at 
the  South  Carolina  Amateur.  Hatfield 
won  the  Carolinas  Junior  Championship 
in  2004  and  2005,  and  has  the  strength 
to  shoot  very  low  scores.  He  set  the 
course  record  at  Hunters  Creek  Golf 
Club  with  a  62  this  past  summer. 

With  five  freshmen  and  a  new  assis- 
tant coach,  it  is  a  new  beginning  for 
Penley,  and  that  has  brought  new  en- 
ergy to  the  former  Tiger  AII-ACC  golfer. 

"It's  a  whole  new  era  as  far  as  I'm 
concerned.  This  is  going  to  be  fun.  I 
can't  wait  to  play  these  freshmen.  I've 
been  to  a  lot  of  these  same  tournaments 
for  23  years,  but  when  you  start  seeing 
it  through  the  eyes  of  a  first-year  fresh- 
man, you  get  rejuvenated."

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WestZone  Project 

The  New  Front  Door  to  Death  Valley 
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By  Louis  Carmendia 


As  you  walk  into  Memorial  Stadium  today,  you 
will  probably  notice  something  new  in  one  area  of 
the  stadium  from  the  last  time  you  visited.  You  might 
even  be  sitting  in  it.  From  the  beginning  of 
deconstruction  almost  one  year  ago,  the  area  now 
known  as  the  WestZone  has  gone  from  ideas  and 
drawings  to  reality,  and  is  in  the  process  of  trans- 
forming the  entire  face  of  Death  Valley. 

"The  footprint  for  the  WestZone  is  pretty  much 
in  place,"  said  Bill  D'Andrea,  senior  associate  ath- 
letic director  for  external  affairs.  "It  will  depend  on 
us  reaching  our  goal  of  $27  million  to  complete  the 
facility.  I  am  optimistic  that  the  capital  campaign  Is 
making  solid  progress." 

The  progress  being  made  on  the  ground  is  un- 
deniable. On  November  30,  2004,  workers  took 
down  the  PawVision  scoreboard  that  stood  above 
the  West  stands,  and  the  project  was  underway.  That 
scoreboard  is  now  being  used  at  Doug  Kingsmore 
Stadium,  while  a  new  64-feet  (wide)  videoboard 
stands  above  the  Rock  in  the  East  endzone. 

Manhattan  Construction  Company  then  spent 
the  winter,  spring,  and  summer  modifying  the  exist- 


ing stands,  and  building  a  new  massive  structure. 
On  September  3,  the  Tigers  opened  the  season 
against  Texas  A&M  with  functional  locker  rooms  for 
both  teams,  although  limited 
gate  access  caused  inconve- 
niences for  fans  as  they  thed  to 
get  to  their  seats  from  the  park- 
ing lots.  But  as  the  construc- 
tion has  progressed,  pedestrian  traffic  has  been 
eased.  Moving  the  gates  behind  the  stadium  to  the 
alleyways  and  opening  the  southwest  concourse  for 
the  Temple  game  has  made  navigating  the  area 
much  easier. 

Manhattan  Construction,  in  fact,  is  ahead  of 
schedule.  Among  Its  accomplishments  is  the 
completion  of  the  pie  seats  in  the  Northwest  and 
Southwest  corners.  This  pleasant  surprise  allowed 
Clemson  to  sell  additional  tickets  for  today's  game 
and  give  some  fans  the  first  new  seats  made  avail- 
able because  of  the  WestZone  Initiative. 

"We  didn't  anticipate  that  ever  being  done  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  season,"  said  D'Andrea. 

The  pie  seats  are  just  one  feature  of  the  first 
component  of  the  project,  which  will  be  completed 
by  the  start  of  the  2006  season.  When  the  Tigers

open  up  next  season,  the  WestZone  will  include  the 
lavish  club  seats,  which  have  already  sold  out,  as 
well  as  finished  home  and  visitor  locker  rooms, 
gameday  operations  areas, 
and  amenity  areas.  Fans  who 
have  already  purchased  club 
seats  will  enjoy  premium  seat- 
ing, a  lounge  area  with  catered 
food  and  digital  televisions,  a  locker/storage  area, 
and  other  benefits. 

The  club  seat  portion  of  the  project  is  essen- 
tial, because  it  represents  a  revenue  stream  to 
Clemson,  as  it  combats  rising  scholarship  costs  while 
trying  to  keep  pace  in  the  expanded  ACC.  Atlantic 
Coast  Conference  schools  have  spent  over  $400 
million  in  football  facilities  alone  since  1999. 

"We  really  have  a  good  stadium,  but  it  is  es- 
sential that  we  equip  our  coaches  with  the  tools  to 
recruit,  to  ensure  that  our  student-athletes  have  the 
facilities  that  they  need  to  compete,"  said  D'Andrea. 
"What  we  did  have  was  certainly  not  competitive, 
and  this  is  going  to  put  us  on  a  competitive  level, 
particularly  with  the  expansion  of  the  ACC,  because 
that  has  ratcheted  things  up.  Expansion  has 
changed  the  complexion  of  the  old  conference." 
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The  New  Front  Door  to  Death  Valley 


The  WestZone  Initiative  is  more  than  just  new 
locker  rooms  and  nice  club  seats.  It  will  become 
the  new  "front  door"  to  Memorial  Stadium,  further 
propelling  Clemson  towards  one  of  President  Jim 
Barker's  goals  of  winning  a  national  championship 
in  football,  while  aiding  the  total  athletic  program. 

The  second  component  is  scheduled  to  include 
coaches  offices,  a  team  room,  meeting  rooms,  a 
Letterwinners  room,  players  lounge,  and  recruiting 
room.  Necessary  football  support  functions,  such 
as  a  new  training  room,  equipment  room,  and 
strength  training  facility,  are  also  Included. 

This  expansion  will  not  only  be  a  state-of-the- 
art  facility  sure  to  impress  any  student-athlete  inter- 
ested in  attending  Clemson,  but  also  will  have  a 
trickle-down  effect  for  the  layout  of  the  entire  ath- 
letic department.  Once  the  football  staff  moves  its 
offices  from  the  McFadden  Building  to  the  WestZone, 
more  space  will  be  available  for  Clemson's  Olympic 
sports  and  administrative  staff  in  both  the  McFadden 
and  Jervey  buildings. 

The  WestZone  will  be  something  that  all 
Clemson  fans  will  enjoy,  whether  you  sit  in  club  seats 
or  only  make  it  to  only  one  game  a  year.  Family  fun 
zones  will  be  created  in  the  Northwest  and  South- 


west concourses,  and  a  central  part  of  the  project  is 
the  One  Clemson  Heritage  Center,  which  will  depict 
the  military.  University,  and  athletic  traditions  of 
Clemson.  It  will  feature  exhibits,  a  theater  area,  and 
a  retail  store,  and  will  be  open  during  the  week. 

"We  think  that  people  who  come  to  Clemson 
during  the  week  will  pull  up  to  the  stadium  and  visit 
the  One  Clemson  Heritage  Center,"  said  D'Andrea. 
"It  will  be  a  focal  point  for  visitors  of  the  University's 
campus." 

The  completion  of  the  project  will  also  create 
a  new  procedure  for  coaches  and  players  when  they 
arrive  on  gameday.  The  team  buses  will  drop  off 
the  players  and  coaches  on  Perimeter  Road  at  Lot 
5.  The  team  will  then  walk  a  pathway  up  to  the 
WestZone  as  fans  cheer  them  on.  The  team-walk 
concept  is  similar  to  others  utilized  by  schools  across 
the  country,  and  it  will  give  fans  another  chance  to 
interact  with  and  support  the  Tigers. 

The  generosity  of  Clemson  fans  has  brought 
the  project  to  its  current  status,  on  the  verge  of 
completion  of  Component  I.  But  the  challenge  is  far 
from  over.  The  Capital  Campaign  Committee, 
chaired  by  Phil  Prince  with  vice-chair  Joe  Turner,  is 
charged  with  invigorating  fans  and  raising  the  $27 


million  needed  to  move  on  to  Component  II  and  to 
complete  the  project. 

"We  will  consistently  compete  with  America's 
very-best  programs,"  said  Athletic  Director  Dr.  Terry 
Don  Phillips.  "It's  not  a  matter  of  if.  The  WestZone 
will  help  us  create  an  environment  of  success  for 
our  football  team,  and  also  will  be  a  significant  en- 
hancement to  our  recruiting  efforts  to  compete  with 
the  best. ..we  must  offer  the  best." 

You  can  see  quite  a  difference  in  the  stadium 
from  this  time  last  year,  and  the  difference  in  an- 
other year  or  so  will  be  just  as  dramatic  if  Tiger  faith- 
ful continues  to  meet  the  challenge. 

"I  think  the  WestZone  will  be  the  pride  of 
Clemson,"  said  D'Andrea.  "It  will  be  something  our 
fans  will  be  proud  of,  our  University  will  be  proud  of, 
and  certainly  our  athletic  department  will  be  proud 
of."

The  career  of  a  college  football  player  is  short 
by  comparison  to  most  careers.  There  are  really 
very  few  games  compared  to  other  sports.  Gregory 
Walker,  a  senior  on  the  2003  Clemson  team,  is  the 
only  Tiger  football  player  in  history  to  play  in  50 
games. 

The  lifespan  of  a  college  football  player  is  a 
four-year  process  (five  if  you  count  a  red-shirt  year) 
that  seems  to  take  forever  when  you  take  into  ac- 
count two-a-day  practices  as  a  freshman,  but  seems 
lightning  quick  when  you  are  preparing  to  run  down 
the  Hill  for  the  last  time. 

Because  it  is  a  short  period  of  time,  there  are 
a  finite  number  of  opportunities. ..opportunities  to  do 
something  very  special.  That  is  one  of  the  reasons 
the  game  is  so  popular.  Every  game  is  meaningful. 

The  2005  Clemson  seniors  have  one  of  those 
opportunities  today  when  they  take  on  a  top-20 
Florida  State  team  in  their  final  home  game.  A  vic- 
tory over  the  Seminoles  would  give  this  group  of 
seniors  a  second  win  over  Florida  State  on  home 
soil.  Even  with  N.C.  State's  recent  success  over 
the  Seminoles,  no  ACC  senior  class  has  experienced 
two  wins  over  the  Seminoles  in  their  home  stadium 
since  Florida  State  joined  the  league  in  1992. 

Additionally,  a  win  over  the  Seminoles  would 
give  this  group  of  seniors  six  wins  over  top-25  teams, 
something  a  Tiger  senior  class  has  not  accomplished 
in  1 1  years.  This  group  already  has  three  wins  over 
top-10  teams,  something  that  has  been  accom- 
plished just  once  in  21  years. 

This  group  of  20  seniors  has  taken  advantage 
of  opportunities  previously.  In  fact,  they  have  been 
in  the  exact  same  position  from  a  record  standpoint. 

In  2003,  the  Tigers  had  a  5-4  record  heading 
into  a  game  with  the  Seminoles  in  front  of  a  sellout 
crowd  at  Clemson.  A  loss  at  Wake  Forest  had  put  a 
damper  on  the  season  leading  up  to  that  game.  But, 
Charlie  Whitehurst  completed  1 7-27  passes  for  272 
yards  and  a  touchdown,  and  even  ran  for  39  yards 
on  19  carries  to  lead  the  offense. 

Current  senior  Tye  Hill  set  the  tone  for  the  game 
overall  when  he  met  the  challenge  of  the  Florida 
State  offense  by  intercepting  a  long  pass  early  in

the  game.  Clemson  converted  the  play  into  a  score, 
one  of  three  turnovers  forced  by  the  Tiger  defense 
that  night.  The  Tigers  came  away  with  a  26-10  vic- 
tory over  the  #3  Seminoles,  the  highest-ranked  team 
Clemson  has  defeated  in  its  history. 

That  victory  propelled  the  Tigers  on  a  strong 
"Fall  Finish."  A  33-point  win  over  Duke  and  a  63-1 7 
victory  at  South  Carolina  closed  the  regular  season, 
enabling  the  Tigers  to  go  to  the  Peach  Bowl  with  an 
8-4  record  to  face  #6  Tennessee. 

That  Peach  Bowl  was  another  opportunity 
game  for  the  Tigers  and  some  current  seniors. 
Clemson  made  the  most  of  it  thanks  in  part  to  a  "Pan- 
ther Play"  that  was  executed  to  perfection  by  cur- 
rent senior  Kyle  Browning.  The  sneak  attack  re- 
sulted in  a  score  that  took  the  wind  out  of  the  sales 
of  the  Volunteers,  and  Clemson  went  on  to  a  rela- 
tively easy  27-1 4  victory.  It  was  the  highest-ranked 
team  Clemson  had  beaten  in  a  bowl  game  since  the 
win  over  #4  Nebraska  in  the  1982  Orange  Bowl. 

The  2004  season  featured  another  opportu- 
nity, one  that  rekindled  the  memory  of  the  Clemson 
faithful  when  the  Tigers  traveled  to  the  Orange  Bowl 
to  face  #1 0  Miami  (FL).  It  was  a  night  game,  just  as 


the  national  title  clinching  win  over  Nebraska  had 
been  in  the  same  facility  23  seasons  earlier. 

Unlike  the  first  two  top-10  wins  for  this  senior 
class,  the  win  at  Miami  required  a  comeback. 
Clemson  did  not  look  like  a  team  that  would  upset  a 
top-10  team  when  it  fell  behind  17-3  earty.  But  a 
Tiger  defense,  led  by  current  seniors  Charles 
Bennett,  Jamaal  Fudge,  and  Cory  Groover,  stymied 
the  Miami  running  game.  Even  current  senior  tight 
end  Bobby  Williamson  recorded  two  of  Clemson's 
near-record  1 7  tackles  for  loss  as  a  defensive  end. 

Clemson  completed  the  comeback  when  Hill 
was  credited  with  his  fourth  pass  defended  on  the 
last  play,  giving  Clemson  a  24-17  overtime  win. 

That  game  against  Miami  might  charactehze 
this  senior  class  better  than  any.  Each  of  the  last 
two  years,  with  this  group  of  seniors  contributing  to 
a  strong  leadership  group,  the  Tigers  have  won  five 
of  their  last  six  games.  Clemson  enters  today's  game 
having  won  three  of  the  last  four,  and  wins  over 
Florida  State  and  South  Carolina  would  mean  five 
wins  in  the  last  six  regular-season  games. 

The  strong  finish  each  year  speaks  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  seniors  who  will  be  performing  at 
Clemson  for  the  last  time  today. 

The  group  has  a  strong  record  in  these  No- 
vember opportunity  games.  It  has  not  gone  without 
notice  among  Tiger  fans  that  this  group  has  never 
lost  to  rival  South  Carolina.  Next  Saturday, 
Whitehurst  will  have  a  chance  to  become  the  first 
starting  quarterback  in  the  history  of  the  103-game 
series  to  be  on  the  winning  side  four  times. 

Former  Clemson  defensive  tackle  Brentson 
Buckner,  now  in  his  12th  year  in  the  NFL  with  the 
Carolina  Panthers,  still  follows  the  program  closely. 
He  even  posts  a  commentary  on  Tiger  football  each 
week  on  is  internet  site  (BrentsonBuckner.com).  He 
sees  a  lot  of  comparisons  between  his  senior  year 
at  Clemson  (1993)  and  the  opportunity  in  front  of 
this  year's  group. 

"We  lost  to  Wake  Forest  at  home  my  senior 
year  by  four  points,  a  loss  similar  to  the  four-point 
loss  Clemson  had  this  year.  We  got  together  after 
that  game  and  basically  asked  ourselves,  'How  do 
you  want  to  be  remembered  at  Clemson?' 

"'What  will  our  legacy  be?  Do  we  want  to  be 
remembered  as  a  team 
that  lost  at  home  to 
Wake  Forest  (first  time 
since  1961),  or  one  that 
was  ranked  in  the  top  25 
of  the  final  polls?'" 

This  Tiger  team 
has  a  great  opportunity 
today.  Some  of  the  se- 
niors who  take  the  field 
today  have  played  over 
40  games.  But,  this  is  a 
game  that  will  stand  out 
in  their  minds  the  rest  of 
their  lives. 

Today's  Clemson 
senior  class  has  an  op- 
portunity to  have  a  last- 
ing legacy.
